NEW MOUNTAIN WAY. 


Mt. Lowe to Switzer’s West 
Fork Camp. 
MONROVIA, April 25.—A force of 
seven men under the supervision of 
Ranger John Grande began work this 
morning on a new trail from Mt. Lowe 
Peak northwest to Switzer's camp on 
the West Fork of the San: Gabriel. The 
force was transferred last night from 


Janken, the trail and fire break east- 
ward from Deer Park, Monrovia 
Cafion, to Rincon, in the San Gabriel 
Cafion, having been completed.

‘that San Pedro will be, at once, a safe 


and a dang?rous harbor. 

Safe, as a harbor of refuge for our 
own ships: but dangerous to Us, as a 
Place for the transports of an enemy to 
land troops, It is regarded now a 
pressing necessity that fortifications be 
constructed on the biuffs overlooking 
the harbor. 

It is expected that local commercial 
bodies will bring additional! pressure to 
bear toward that end. 

The question of appropriating $500,000 
for fortifying San Pedro is at present 
held in abeyance by a Congress con- 
ference committee. 

An amendment to that effect was 
tacked on by the Senate to the Military 
Appropriations. Bill. It was referred 
by the Houge to the conference com- 
posed of committees from both houses, 
Mr. Hull being at the head of the 
House Committee, and Senator War- 
ren of Wyoming heading the Senate 
Committee. 

Those familiar with political affairs 
regard it as almost certain that the ap- 
propriation will be allowed. 

Even $590,000 will be only a drop in 
the bucket, however. If granted, it will 
be used to buy land needed for the fort, 
and to begin the work. It is figured 
that the money will be sufficient for 
about a year's operations. 

For many years the governmen? bas 
had a tract of land on the bluffs above 
San Pedro—out toward the breakwater. 
This reservation will be used for the 
military post—the buildings, barracks, 
officers’ quarters, parade ground, etc. 
Additional ground will be purchased 
for the guns. 

It is expected that a battery of heavy 
guns will be mounted on the bluff, and 
another battery elsewhere. 

The project and the necessity of forti- 
fying these bluffs was hinted at by Ad- 
miral Sperry in a speech at Redondo 
the other night. 

He said forcibly that, in the event 
of war, the fleet didn’t intend to allow 
any of the enemy's vessels get this far 
across the water.

At’ the present day, 
however, the so-called coast defense 
forts consist of a number of detached 
batteries—concrete and. earther em- 
bankments—-often separated by con- 
siderable distances, behind which the 
neavy roodern guns are usually .

view from the ‘rear.”’ 

The modern fort is a system rather 
than a high walled place of refuge. 
From the dangerous side it usually 
looks like ar ideal place for a picnic. 
There are humps of oarth covered with 
vines, and that’s about all. From the 
inside it is different. There are bat- 
teries of wicked-looking twelve-tnch 
guns and mortars behind the humps of 
earth. There are nice littl vine-clad 
cottages scattered over several acres 
of ground where the instruments are 
housed, all connected with a telephone 
system. By means of this the battle 
commander, in one of the little cot- 
tages, directs the action of the batter- 
ies hundreds of yards away, aime the 
guns, gives the direction for firing, and 
conducts all the operations, though 
there are not five men in direct speak- 
ing connection with him. He speaks in 
angles and technical terms that are 
unintelligible to the ordinary observer. 
By telephone these directions are com- 
municated to men at the plotting boards 
who determine the range, the firing 
zone—according to which the charge of 
powder ta reguiated—and these in turn 
communicate to the batteries the angle 
of elevation and direction at which the 
guns are to be set for firing. . 
SHOOTER DOESN'T SBE. TARGET. 

The man behind the guns doesn’t see 
his target. The ‘huge banks of earth 
make his position one of absolute 
safety. It's simply a businesslike mat- 
ter in his case. Yet he has attained 
with the big guns a record of 100 per 
cent. of hits at a range of from 6000 to 
7000 yards, firing at the rate of one shot 
per gun every forty-five seconds. 
most ‘najestic-looking battleship could 
not withstand such a fire as this. 

There is another unobtrusive cot- 
tage in which is housed the mine con- 
trol system, From this, by pulling a 
switch, with as much effort as its 
needed to turn off an electric light, can 
be exploded enough mines to blow tp 
sixteen battleships, if they are in the 
right place, or one mine, or as many 
as are necessary or none at all. The 
system is perfect. If the current is ar- 
ranged so that a mine will explode by 
contact, a bell rings, and a red light 
glows as if it were a little toy shoot- 
ing gallery. So long as the harbor is 
strewn with the submerged spherical 
cases of gun cotton and the electrical 
control is not disturbed it is practically 
impossible for a ship to enter without 

Jperations are even more cu- 
lar at night. Huge asurehitae: at 
widely separated points, swing their 
beams across the water at the direction 
of the battle commander picking up the 
enemy's ships with their white clare. 
The range can be as easily determined 
as during the day and the guns and 
mortars, belching lurid fire with every 
thunderous echo, are just as deadly in 
their aim. 

TRAINING THE MILITIA. 

The problem now before the Chief of 
Artillery is the training of the militia 
to aid the artillery both in the hand- 
ling of the guns and in protecting the 
fort from land attack from the rear. 
“It is absolutely necessary,” says Gen. 
Murray. “that other men than those 
required to man the guns in a combat 
between coast forts and warships on the 
seaside of the forts shall be provided 
to defend the batteries and their ac- 
cesories—fire control stations, search- 


lights and power plants—from. actack 
from the rear.” 

California and the other Pacific Coast 
States have agreed to provide com- 
panies for the special work of the 
Coast Artillery as soon as Congress 
passes the bil] providing for the equip- 
ment of the militia. 

‘ The War Department has now under 
consideration projects which will cost 
millions of dollars for the establish- 
ment of coast defenses of this kind in 
Puget Sound, Pearl Harbor and Manila 
Harbor, aa well as San Pedro. Hach 
one means the pushing out of actual 
war frontier. Hach one means, if noth- 
ing more, protection until a_ citizen 
army can be partly trained and pre- 
pared to resist invasion. Bach one 
means the safety of cities and hun- 
dreds pf millions of dollars worth of 
property from possible bombardment. 

The one at San Pedro will mean 4 
bulwark of defense for Los Angeles if 
the fleet should fail in an emergency.

This condition has al- 
ready attracted the attention of George

Union, who is ing the reason for so 
Much expense, and being an evidently 
good union man his inferénce is that 
the organisers are affected by- ineffi- 
ciency or graft, and he intimates that

ization alone) of 981 members. 

“The total membership of the I.T.U. 
in 1905 was 46,734; in 1907, 42,257: a Joss 
of 4377. This is the result of the eight- 
hour fight, and, so far as the officers’ 
reports show, has no bearing whatever 
upon the work of the organizers, whose 
expenses and the results of whose 
work are given separately. 

“In the month of December, 1907. 
thirty-two organizers drew pay 
amounting to $4700. This amount as 
an average continued for twive months 
would mean an expenditure for the 
current year (June 1, 1907, to May 327i, 
1908) of $56,400—eleven thousand more 
than 1907, and three and one-half times 
Greater than 1905-—and if the results 
are in like proportion the membership 
will decline some 90 (by virtue of the 
work of the president and his army 
of organizers.) 

“This exhibit would not be complete 
without giving the performances | 
organizers of a préVious dynasty, that 
the oe gy! may gain a correct estimate 
of what the flaw res really mean. For 
this purpose I have selected the years 
1895-1896—not because they are an ex- 
ception, but by reason of the fact that 
I could get no reports for other pre- 
vious years, For brevity the years are 
bunched. In 1895 and 1896 there were

The number of mem- 
fon of reinstated unions and’ gained 
through the organization of new unions 
was 1063; number lost through suspen- 
sion and surrender of charters, 456, 
making a net gain of 607 members. In 
these two years Prescott spent $431 
less than Lynch spent (for the same 
purpose) in the month of December. 

. Prescott tn two. years spent 
$4269 and gained 607 members: Lynch 
in three years spent $106,389 and lost

“We discovered that the niere oiling 
of the rodds without frequent, if not 
almost constant repairs, is of littie use 

cept in the way of laying the dust. 
th fact among the worst roads we 
found in California were the oiled roads 
which had been allowed to get out of 
repair and were far rougher than 
natural roads would have been over the 
same country without offing. The mis- 
take, however, {* constantiy being 
made in that country of oiling the 
roade and then permitting them to get 
eut of repair, thus making them worse 
than they were in the beginning. I am 
mentioning this not because there are 
so many miles of poorly oiled roads 
in the State. as to sound ge ine: 
warning against the genera ea tha 
geems to prevail about oiled roads, that 
all we need to do Is to level up the road 
end administer a certain proportion of 
oll to the square yard and expect to 
get a decent roadway.

About 
nine-tenths of the population seem to 
live on the roads in California. A 
faint idea of the vast adiditiona! use 
ef country and suburban roads in 
that State may be gained by our sim- 
ply Keeping in mind the vastly in- 
ercared travel over steam or electric 
liner after they have been completed 
as compared to the travel over the 
same districts by the old crude wak- 
on roads. Travel everywhere is not 
only pleasant, safe and expeditious. 
hut the traneportation of supplies and 
produce of every nature is so im- 
proved and cheapened that it would 
seem unnecessary to offer any argu- 
mont «n favor of any State like »>urs 
spending miliions on the matter of im- 


proving its highwayer.

Smeoth Stretch of

RAISE ANCHORS WITH DAWN. 
Each of. the battleships. raised its 
anchors with the dawn yesterday 
morning and steamed out to sea to 
take its respective station in the sail- 
ing column.

San Diego Lawyer Tells City Club 
That's Where Voters Must Get 
Busy to Attain Ends. 


In ‘addressing the City Club yester- 
day at its weekly luncheon at the 
Westminster, W. A. Sloane, a San 
Diego lawyer, declared that California 
voters have been living for years In @ 
condition of political serfdom to a po- 
litical machine, and that the only wav 
out is to gét a primary election law 
that will give the people full rein in 
the choice of delegates and candidates.

tial steps in the political campolene 
that the boss and the machine have 
been enabled to reach the dominating 
control they cxercise In American reli- 
tics.”’

If 
he falls into a single error, no mat- 
ter how trivial or how far removed 
from the question of the guilt or in- 
nocence of the accused, the a Hate 
court will order a new trial the 
case almost automatically. 

The superiar courts in America do 
not ask when an appeal is taken to 
them, Is the juijgment just? but, Is 
there any error of whatever kind, 
however technical, however insignifi- 
cant, in the proceedings of the trial 
court? If there is, the presumption of 
prejudice exists at once, and“ the 
whole case has to be tried over again. 
Hence appeals and retrials multiply 
without end. Hence justice and com- 
monsense are alike forgotten in the 
chase after an impossible perfection 
of forms and rules. Hence the fun- 
damental issue is neglected and the 
immaterial quibble made a peg for be-

A STRANGE BIRD DUEL. 

There is apparently nothing in all 
birdiand that is weaker and more help- 
less against a bird of prey than the 
common heron.

In the other was a disposi- 
tion to find the worst side of a man and, sinking all con- 
sideration of what may be good in a fellow creature's 
heart, to pull out all its hidden motives, of which one’s 
self is only half-conscious and to hold up to human con- 
tempt and disapprobation all the foibles of the strug- 
gling weakness of man’s nature as well as all the down- 
right evil-mindedness of men at their worst. 


The author of “Wilhelm Meister” and of “Faust” ex- 
ercised a wonderful sway over the minds of men while 
he lived. This influence was greatest in proportion as 
men came into personal contact with Goethe, but ex- 
tended to all who read his works in direct proportion to 
the study on what he wrote. It is now the closing 
days in the life on earth of the second generation since 
at fourscore years the great German poet and philoso- 
pher passed away at Weimar. With each year the 
sphere of influence of these writings has been enlarged. 
Scholars, the greatest minds of all in these two genera- 
tions, who have given at all adequate attention to these 
books, have found much helpfulness. When “The Sor- 
rows of Werther” first was printed intellectual Europe 
was almost incapable of emotion. The imagination was 
torpid, faith was comatose. When “Faust” appeared the 
“philosophy of dirt” nearly summed up all there ap- 
peared worth while to men. Goethe awakened the 
world. As men read they were forced to see that no 
mere special pleader was reasoning. This was not a 
man with a thesis to maintain, like boys in a debating 
club, where the “sides” are determined by lot and each 
arguer is merely intent on getting a decision in his 
favor. Nor was this a hired advocate, or highly-paid 
preacher, talking for fee or stipend. And no more was 
it a bigot who had learned a creed, as parrots learn to 
swear, or had espoused a cause and must be convinced 
against his will, still to hold ever faster to the tenets 
he cannot maintain by reason and must stand over and 
protect with a club. There is no noisy debater here in- 
tent on shouting so loud that the calm, self-contained 
man on the other side shall be unable to make himself 
heard at all. 


Here was a soul beset by the materialism of his time, 
and unable to accept the doctrine of chance as the primal 
cause of all things. The stars in their stately course 
through the silent skies of night were calling this man. 
The flowers were preaching of life to him, apd the only 
mystery he could see was death. The birds were sing- 
ing a hymn of thankfulness which whispered to him of 
some higher inspiration than came from the worm on 
which the bird had breakfasted. Groping in the dark, 


listening with intent soul to find out whence came the 


life to the violet, or if there was any answer to the song 
of the thrush, if the stars would only speak and tell 
what almighiy hand held them in their courses and pre- 
served the wonderful harmony of the spheres. This man 
was taking his own heart out of his throbbing breast 
and showing to his fellow-men its infinite aspirations, 
its doubts, its faith, its hopes, its fears. There is no 
thesis in “Werther” to maintain by shouting when rea- 
son fails. There is no creed in “Meister” to vociferate 
even although it is not lived up to. There is no philos- 
ophy in “Faust” to thrust down men’s throats by force, 
or to make them follow with the help of a lash. So 
men listen to Goethe to learn what the flowers have said 
to him, to get through him what means the song of the 
nightingale, to take at his hands the message from be- 
yond the stars. 

Alcibiades the ambitious, Cleon the demagogue, the 
Duke of Alva with his instruments of torture, have left 
small influence behind them to make their lives immor- 
tal in the lives of others. Themistocles, who said the 
achievements of Miltiades would not let him rest, but he 
must emulate them, Goethe with his frank probings into 
the mysteries of life, and Presidents like George Wash- 
ington and William McKinley, who realized that the 
sovereign power in America is the people working 
through their representatives, all in the due proportion 
of the sphere in which they act, are all numbered among 
that “immortal few who were not born to die.” Their 
hands may be folded, their eyes closed, their tongues 
“lie silent in the grave,” but while men live, reason, 
seek high ideals to follow, and cannot sleep because 
they must try to emulate some great example, such men 
are destined to imperishable immortality.

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UGANDA’S TWO MONUMENTS. 


ARE THE TOMB OF A KING AND A 
| CHRISTIAN CATHEDRAL. 
From Our Own Correspondent, 


ENGO (Uganda.)—There are two great monu- 
here at Mengo which mark the 
changes now going on in Uganda. One is 
the tomb of the tyrant Mutesa, who was rul- 
ing these millions of semi-civilized natives when our 
Stanley came. It is guarded by a score or more of his 


bald-headed widows, who are fated to watch his coffin 


to the day of their death. The other is the mighty 
thatched cathedral of Namirembe, put up by tife natives, 
that forms the center of the modern Christian move- 
ment that has converted this nation. It is the largest 
church on the African continent, and thousands of ne- 
groes are worshiping in it. 

But come with me first to take a look at the tomb. It 
lies here a few miles from the Victoria Nyanza, on a 
great hill opposite Kampala, and is like no other tomb 
upon earth.- I have visited the graves of the Pharaohs. 
The greatest of them were caged up in the Pyramids, 
and it is only within recent years that they have been 
brought forth to light. Others were laid away in caves 
dug out of the mountains far up the Nile Valley; but for 
ages they were covered by sand and rock. I have wan- 
dered among the tombs of the Ming Emperors near 
Nanking, and below the Great Wall in Central and 
North China. 

They are guarded by giants, elephants, camels and 
lions cut out of stone. I have also seen the Taj Mahal 
at Agra, India, that structure of marble whose dome 
floats like a vast bubble in the blue sky. It is the most 
beautiful monument ever erected, and was put up by a 
Mohammedan sultan out of his love for his wife. 
Among the other great tombs of the world are the enor- 
mous strueture in Java known as the Boro Boedoer, near 
which stands the famed stone goddess of the beautiful 
hips; the wonderfully decorated temples at Tokio, 
Japan, in which lie the Shoguns, and the Hotel dels In- 
valides in Paris, where Napoleon Bonaparte rests in a 
sarcophagus of reddish-brown granite guarded by the 
twelve apostles whose figures look down from the dome 
overhead. 

This tomb of Mutesa is like none of these, and yet in 
many respects it is more alive and more wonderful. It 
consists of a hut shaped like a hay stack and as big as 
the main tent of a circus. It is as high as a four-story 


house and fully 100 feet in circumference. It is a great | 
tent of thatch sewed to a framework of reeds and upheld | 


by hundreds of poles. The reeds are tied up in bundles, 
and are woven in and out as intricately as the finest of 
basket work. In some places they look like mosaics.

These women were all wives of King Mutesa, and 
upon his death, by custom, they took their places about 
his coffin to guard his body for the rest of their natu- 
ral lives. They have an allowance from the native gov- 
ernment, and receive so much food and drink every day. 
I understand that there are a score or more of similar 
tombs in the country about,each containing the body 
of a king who reigned lomg ago and each guarded by 
widows who are thus doomed to a living death. I spent 
some time around the tomb. The women were inter-

forms a home. 


The floor of the tomb is covered with grass, cut for 
the purpose, and spread thickly over tn. The poles 
which support the roof are so arranged that there is a 
wide pathway through the center, and right in the mid- 
dle, under the tip of the cone, lies the coffin. It is 
guarded by spears fixed upright on each side of it. There 
are shields of copper and brass in front, and at the 
back are huge curtains of bark cloth, the same material 
which forms the clothing of the King’s widows.

Accompanied by my guide and a single native sol- 
dier, 1 made my way into the tomb. At first it seemed 
as dark as night, but as my eyes grew used to the gloom 
I could see about me. Squatted around the coffin and 
seated here and there on the grass in different parts of 
the hut were women of various ages ranging from 35 
upward. All had blankets of bark cloth wrapped about 
their bodies, covering their breasts, but leaving the 
arms, shoulders and necks perfectly bare. They were 
barefooted and bareheaded, and with two exceptions 
their heads were shaved close to the scalp. Some of

natives have built their own churches, and they support 
their preachers. | 

The people go to church; they hom prayer meetings, 
and many of them are earnest Christians. They are 
called to church by the beating of a drum. They keep 
the Sabbath, and on that day the markets throughout 
the country aré closed. The archdeacon says the rela- 
tions between the Protestants and Catholics are good 


nations. Said he: “I am glad to have the Catholics do 
what they can. We are all working to benefit the na- 

es and we all believe in the creed, the Lord’s prayer 
andthe ten commandments.” This mission work has 
to a’large extent abolished the savage customs com- 
mon here in the past, slavery has been done away with 
and the King and chiefs cannot maim or kill their sub- 
jects. The natives as a rule have each but one wife, 
and many of their children are now being sent to school 
and taught the three R’s. Both the Catholics and 
Protestants have manual-training schools, and there is 
also a high school here at Mengo. 


The Namirembe Cathedral. 


I wish I could show the American skeptics who doubt 
the good of mission work the great Protestant cathedral 
which has been built here by the natives with their own 
money. It stands on the hill of Namirembe, about 
three miles from Kampala, and it can be seen for miles 
around. My first glimpse of it was on my way inland 
from Lake Victoria, and I thought then that it must 
be the palace of the King. It is an enormous structure 
of sun-dried brick with a roof of velvety thatch which 
rises in three spires of the same material. The architec- 
ture makes you think of the wonderful temples of Siam 
or Burmah, save that this, to my eye, is far the more 
beautiful. The structure covers about half an acre, and 
it gan accommodate 5000 worshipers. Its walls are about 
fifty feet high and are of great thickness. They are of 
a rich red color. From their tops sloping upward to 
a ridge with a beautiful curve extends the mighty roof, 
which is so large that it took more than 200 tons of 
grass to cover it. 4 

The interior is equally beautiful. It is a symphony 
of whites and blacks and ric k reds. The floors are 
of sun-dried bricks and so are the walls. The roof is 
composed entirely of reeds of elephant grass, laid to- 
gether in bunches and so tied with black shrubs from 
the swamps as to give it a decorative effect. The roof 
is upheld by many red brick columns, and the work 
of fitting the roof to the walls is beautifully done. The 
building is in the shape of a cross with a great nave 
sixty feet wide and with a chancel for the choir at the 
front. ‘The people come in bringing skins and mats 
with them, and they sit cross-legged upon these dur- 
ing the preaching. | 

This great church is the fourth which has been built 
here. The first was made many years ago. It was con- 
structed by the voluntary laber of the natives, and its 
labor cost represented $5000. This was at the rate of 6 
cents per day for the men who worked upon it and at 
our wages of $1.a day the labor cost would be over 
$80,000. All this work was given of their own free will 
by the natives, and they must have had considerable 
faith to have done.so. A short time after that church 
was built it was destroyed by one of the big thunder- 
‘storms common to this part of the world. The present 
cathedral which has taken its place was erected in 1904. 
Ten thousand natives were present at its dedication.

A MAN OF WAR.

In these official words does the United States navy 
recognize the Sabbath day. : 

Let me tell you how it was observed on a ship to which 
I was attached. We had a company of about 150 men. 
The captain was a fine seaman and a devout Christian 
gentleman, 

Saturday morning*the ship was given a thorough over- 
hauling and cleaning from keelson to truck. The brass 
work was polished to perfection; everything about the 
battery was put in first-class shape; the chain cables 
were coal-tarred; -rust spots were scraped and touched 
up with black paint; theecopper sheathing above water 
was scoured With canvas and sand till it shone like 
new, and all the tables, tableware and kitchen utensils 
were given an extra touch. 


Sunday morning the crow were tater (han usual 


(I am describing the routine in port,) the decks were 
given a good washing down, and the bright work touched 
up where needed. The yards were squared by the lifts 
and braces, the awnings hauled out to the ridge ropes 
taut and smooth, and everything alow and aloft put into 
proper shape. : 

‘Immediately after the 8 o'clock breakfast the crew 
overhauled their clothes bags, getting out the best they 
had, polishing shoes, putting on new cap ribbons, or new 
and fancy knife lanyards. The marine guard gave their 
buttons a final touch, and put on their pompons, cross 
belts, and white gloves. . 


At 10 o’clock the shrill whistles of the boatswain’s 
mates were followed by the hoarse call: “All hands, on 
deck for inspection.” The crew ranged themselves on 
the starboard side in two lines, headed by the master- 
at-arms and the ship’s yeoman. The port side was oc- 
cupied by the marine guard, and the engineer’s force, the 
after part of the quarter-deck on the starboard side be- 
ing taken up by the officers in full uniform. 

When quiet was restored, the captain, accompanied by 
the executive officer, passed between the lines and criti- 
cally examined the crew. Then they went on to the gal- 
ley and looked at everything under the t’gallant fore- 
castle; then down they went to the berth deck, to the 
forward storerooms, then to the boiler and engine-rooms. 


Delinquencies and deficiencies were carefully noted; this . 


was no perfunctory affair, and when the inspection was 
ended, the captain was thoroughly posted from his own 
observation as to the condition of his ship and crew. 
This function usually took thirty or forty minutes. 


As soon as it was over, the ship’s bell rang for church. 
Benches and chairs were arranged on the spar deck if the 
weather was fine, on the berth deck if it were inclement 
or cold. Apulpit was brought out and the cabinet organ 
placed beside it. The captain conducted the services 
according to the Protestant Episcopal form. The hymns 
were from gospel songs, and usually a sermon was read. 

The crew were, as a rule, very regular in their atten- 
dance.’ There were a few who chose not to attend, and 
there was no compulsion about the matter, implied or 


otherwise. At one time we had a brass band on board, 


and the sacred music it rendered was exceptionally fine. 
The singing of so many strong male voices was always 
inspiring. The services always closed between half- 
past 11 and 12. 

At Beirut, Syria, Dr. Henry H. Jessup or Dr. Bliss 
frequently preached for us, and at Constantinople it 
was a common occurrence for clergymen connected with 
Robert College to conduct divine service on. board. 


At noon dinner was served. At 1 o’clock everybody — 


was at liberty to do pretty much as he liked; some 
would go ashore, others would get out their writing 
materials, many would read books taken from the ship’s 
library, a few would hunt a quiet corner and sleep, and 
here and there might be seen a group around some old 


tar listening to him as he spun yarns. The whole tenor 


of affairs was that of absolute rest, together with an ac- 
knowledgment of the supremacy of God and our duty to 
Him. 

At sea this routine was varied by the circumstances 
of the day, but it was rare indeed that anything was 
allowed to prevent the holding of divine service. If we 
were under sail alone’ when church time came all who 
desired to attend did so, whether on duty or not, those 


who did not care to attend having to look out for the . 


working of the ship. If we were under steam those on 
duty in the engineer’s force could attend or not, as they 
chose. The Alliance was known in the fleet as a ‘gos- 
pel ship,’ a term half-implying reproach, but our crew 
were satisfied, for she was a floating home for every one 
on board. Her crew were contented and happy.

NEw LABORATORY TO INQUIRE Is 


PROVIDED FOR IN CONGRESS.

There are now enough people in our jails (82,000) to 


hearing on the bill showed these classes are in- 
creasing from year to year, in ‘proportion to population. 
But why? That is what the American Bar Associa- 
tion, the American Medical Association, and five 
other national medical societies backing the bill would 
like to know. When the boll weevil gets into the south- 
ern cotton or the gypsy moth gets into the trees of New 
England the government is willing to spend th 
in learning “why.” The investigation which Senator 
Dolliver and the seventy-two societies indorsing his bil) 
want inaugurated will cost the government the extrava- 
gant sum of $5000 per’ annum—the amount stated in the 
bill. And our criminals alone are estimated to cost us a 
billion dollars a year. What the first Thaw ‘tria) alone 
cost the State of New York would support this investiga- 
tion for fifteen years!

populate a city bigger than Nashville or Seattle. In 
New York alone there are 13,000 prisoners, more than 
enough to fill a city of the size of Cairo, Ill., or Lead- 
ville, Colo. 

Slay every soul in Denver today and you reproduce the 
132,000 murders and homicides which have been com- 
mitted in this country in twenty years. And, to put a 
finer point on it, there are, per million population, three 


times as many murders in the United States today as. 


there were twenty years ago. Criminals are inflicting 
the death sting upon twenty-five of our citizens per day, 
and this very day of our Lord, beside feeding and shel- 
tering this Nashvilleful of criminals in our jails and re- 
formatories, we are boarding and lodging an equal num- 
ber of paupers (82,000) in our almshouses; for, oddly 
enough, our prison and almshouse populations are equal, 
within a few hundreds. Combining them we have a 
total of 164,000 criminals and paupers. Our task would 
be lighter if we boarded, lodged and clothed in the same 
way every living, kicking soul in Kansas City or St. 
Paul. And, worse and more of it, we have in our asy- 
lums nearly an Idahoful of lunatics (150,000;) while 
there are an equal number of feeble-minded in the land, 
although only 14,300—enough'to fill a second Alexandria, 
Va.—are in asylums. Adding the deaf and dimb and 
the blind we have a total defective population of 000, 
equal to two Minneapolises, or more than one (Lleve- 
land. 


Bostonful of Public Charges. 


These figures are all to the point here because Sena- 
tor Dolliver’s proposed laboratory is to study “the crim- 
inal, pauper and defective classes,” which, all told, 
amount to 564,000, or over a Bostonful, if we include the 
criminals and paupers in jails and institutions only. 
And the statistics presented the other day during the 


where the fewest aliens penetrate. In August Drahm’s | 
recent work, “The Criminal,” the various proportions of | 
murders and homicides in the United States are laid to | 
the door of our various nationalities in the following | 
proportions: Native white, 42.94 per cent.; negroes, 31.12 | 
per cent.; foreign born, 16.50 per cent. But murders and 
homicides are about the only offenses with which our 
statisticians have busied themselves to date, so far as 
the country as a whole is concerned.

Whether our prison .methods increase crime is another 
question to be answered. The civilized: world, after 
sleeping over the question for centuries, awoke to the 
fact that it was brutal to cage the insane.and exhibit 
them in the open, like animals, also to chain them like 
dogs in dungeons spread with loose straw bedding. Yet 
we stil] adhere religiously to the zodélogical-garden 
method of confining our prisoners in tiers of iron cages 
where visitors can pass down the line and gaze at them 
through the bars. And the circus parade method of 
carting the “chain gang” through our streets and over 
our public roads; also the menagerie van system of cart- 
ing them to the public works in stuffy “portable pris- 
ons,” wherein they must live of nights until the tour is 
complete, are still cherished by us in this twentieth cen- 
tury of our Lord. The system of striping delinquents 
zebrawise and then turning them out in the open to be 
jeered at by the street gamin and stared at by all pass- 
ers-by is still esteemed in many communities, notably | 
those in which crime seems to be.most rampant.

. ORED QUEENS OF FASHION. |

LTHOUGH there are no Worths or Redferns on the 


Indian Reservations, and the Paris and New 

York fashions make no appeal to the red maidens’ 
conceptions of style and elegance, yet the Indian belles, 
true daughters of Eve that they are, give as much 
thought and labor to the artificial enhancement of their 
charms as their opportunities permit. Many of these 
aboriginal American beauties, although their garments 
would cut but a sorry figure in a dressmaking establish- 
ment, have achieved the theoretical ideal of dress— 
classic simplicity combined with the greatest utility. 
That the ensemble fails to harmonize with the latest 
creations of the designer's art simply proves once more 
the impossibility of reconciling the practical with the 
theoretical. Even the Greeks were not more severe in 
their simplicity than are the Navajos, Papagos and 
Pimas; and if the Sioux, Cheyennes and Pueblos cling 
not so closely to classic forms and outlines, they yet 
refrain from anything productive of bodily deformity. 
If the Indians are almost Greek in the austerity of their 
dress, they are also equal to the Greeks in the physical 


perfection of their forms. Many of their women are

in Korea, both as to the officials in securing military 
posts and other public grounds, and the emigrants in 
regard to farms. 

During the war, no regard whatsoever was given to 
private interests. Any property desired was simply oc- 
cupied, and the Koreans driven off. Payment therefor 
was generally refused, but when it was given it was 


Only in the form of receipts. When cash was paid it 


was always unsatisfactory, as the price was fixed by 
the Japanese, and there was no appeal in case of dispute. 
Valuable land around the large cities was thus confis- 
cated, and the process is being continued today. When 
the Korean owner objects, he is told to apply for relief 
to his own government, but he soon finds that his gov- 


- ernment has neither power nor money. Thus, in 1905, 


eight square miles of land in the outskirts of Seoul were 


seized and occupied; the Korean houses were removed, 


barracks erected and filled with troops, and payment 
made to the Koreans of $200,000, although the lowest 
estimate made of the value of these lands was $6,000,000. 

Also, Japanese, disguised as military men, roam the 
country, picking out valuable lands and forcing the own- 
ers to sel] at ridiculous prices. Forged deeds by the 
thousands have been made by Japanese, and with them 
Koreans are dispossessed and driven away without 
means of redress. In fact, the conditions are so bad 
that many Koreans are requesting foreigners to buy 
their lands at some nominal! figure, so as to have it un- 
der foreign title, and then the foreigner can issue a lease 
to the real owner. 


The seizure of land was also attempted on a wholesale 
plan, but happily it has failed up to the present, al- 
though in the past few months it has given signs of res- 
urrection. This was known as the “Nagamori Land 
Scheme” on account of the name of the originator of the 
“brilliant” idea being Nagamori. He was a Japanese 
speculator who came to Korea just before the war broke 
out, and approached the Korean government on the 
proposition, but without success. When Japan had se< 
cured control] of the Korean government he again 
brought forward his idea, and the Japanese government 
was so favorably impressed that it proceeded to carry 
it out as a government measure. The scheme was to 
give to the Nagamori Company title to all unoccupied 
ant waste land in Korea. This was to include al! crown 
lands not under cultivation. This land was to be irri- 
gated and improved, and then leased to Japanese emi- 
grants. At first glance, it does not appear to be a bad

May Day CusToMs aT HOME AND | 
{ 
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IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
By a Special Contributor. 


W HILE May Day has been long celebrated all over 
the civilized world, in one way or another, still 
it is in England that this spring festival is found 
to have developed early into a national observance more 
than elsewhere. No doubt it arose among the Romans 
and was carried by them all over the Roman world, in- 
cluding ancient Britain, but the ancient Britons of the 


the modern English May-day customs are a kind of 
blending of the Old Roman and British usages. The 
mother of the Roman god Mercury was Maira, and lier 
worship was especially prominent on the first day of 
May wherever the Roman arms had carried the Roman 
eagles. Some think that our May-day festivities are 
a direct survival of Maira’s worship, while the goddess 
Flora, whom the Romans worshiped during the last 
four days of April and on May 1, also comes in for her 
share of our May-day honors. The Britons held sacred 
| dances in honor of Flora, imitating their Roman con- 
querors. 


But, after all, the simplest way out of the difficulty is 
to see in dur popular May-day doings the survival of 
ancient spring ceremonies, expressive of the death of 
winter and the awakening of spring. So closely is the 
May-day rejoicing connected with spring’s awakening 
that it can hardly be distinguished from Easter, since 
the latter often occurs as late as April 26. It is quite 
| safe to assume, therefore, that our English and Ameri- 
can May-day is a kind of popular spring resurrection 
festival, summing up the joyousness of the church feast 
of Easter. 


The May pole, as a feature of May-day hilarity, can 
be traced far back to ancient phallic worship, but in its 
English connection it has had historic touch with the 
“May Column” of the old English “Field of May,” when 


sembly, to consider matters appertaining to the common 
welfare, and when the liberty-loving English did not 
scruple to pass opinion upon the doings of their rulers, 
whether barons, governors, or kings, even to the extent 
of deposing them. in the midst of this “Field of May” a 
tall column, or pole, was set up, with a banner hoisted 
to its top as a popular standard, and when Parliament 
and the King had at last gradually centralized the civil 
authority, the people continued to meet, as of old, on 
their “Field of May,” the ““May Column” and its stand- 
ard developing into the May pole, with its varied kinds 
of decorations. 


At first participated in by old and young, May Day 
and May pole soon became solely juvenile attractions, 
and it is recorded in old English annals of the seven- 
teenth century that May Day was not without its degen- 
erate features. The young people were accustomed to 
go out at midnight into the woods to gather small trees 
and. branches, accompanied by music and singing. Dec- 
orating the branches with garlands of flowers, 
they returned at about sunrise to adorn the houses in 
the village. Thus midnight revelings in the woods fre- 
quently ended in much immorality. 


The following rustic ditty conveys the general spirit 
of the English May festival: 


“Tpon the first of May 

With garlands fresh and gay, 
With mirth, and music sweet, 
For such a season meet, 
They pass their time away.” 


The old May-day customs are still observed-in Eng- 
land, and through the early English -colonists many of 
them were brought over the sea to our American shores. 
The bonfire is quite as prevalent today on the eve of 
May 1, as it was in the sixteenth century, while in the 
rural districts of Engiand the milkmaids go dancing 
and singing around the village, calling upon their cus- 
tomers, to the music of bagpipe and fiddle. In the city 
of London May Day is especially the gala day of the 
vast army of chimney sweeps, and the May pole used to 
be seen in every quarter of the great city, surrounded by 
vast crowds of singing and shouting people of all ages. 
The chimney sweeps of today array themselves in fan- 
tastic costumes, often in girls’ dresses, covered with 
brick dust, and armed with shovels and chimney 
brushes. Marching through the streets they make a 
tremendous noise, singing, yelling, and clashing to- 
gether their shovels and brooms. 


A very pretty custom obtains at Oxford, where, on 
the top of the tower of Magdalen College, a large white- 
robed choir assemble at 5 o’clock in the morning of 
May Day, while the streets below and around are filled 
with thousands of auditors. After the singing is over, 
the neighboring belis ring out their glad May-day wel- 
come, supplemented by the screeching horn of the small 
boy in the streets below. The crowds then separate, to 
go flower gathering in the suburbs, emphasizing again 
the idea of a spring flora! festival centering in the first 
of May. 

In some parts of England May Day is fraught with as 
many local games and curious practices as is all Hallow- 
e’en itself. Thus, in Northumberland they make a May- 
feast mixture of milk, wine, and cake, into which a 
wedding ring is dropped. This is then passed around to 
| the assembled guests, each of whom dips out a ladleful 
and should the wedding ring chance to be dipped out in 
the ladle, the one who thus receives it will surely be the 
first to get married!

days. The birch pole is set up on the village green, 
decorated with flowers from top to bottom, and sur- 
mounted by a brilliant display of handkerchiefs and 
flags. It appears that in England the main sport used 
to consist in trying to steal the May pole set up in ‘the 
neighboring village and carry it off, the success of one 
village over the other in this respect beimg the occasion 
of great rejoicing and noisy revelry. The May pole, be- 
sides its flowery decorations, is generally painted in a 
variety of colors, or in black and yellow spirals. Shake- 
| Speare refers to this in his “Midsummer Night's Dream,” 

“And are you grown so high in fis esteem, 

Because | am so dwarfish and so low? 

How long am I, thou painted May pole? Speak!” 

In Lincolnshire there is a hill called ““May-Pole Hill,” 
to which the boys march every May Day, carrying wil- 
low wands, while at night the sky is illumined with the 
livid lights of many a bonfire. No doubt this local 
celebration is a lineal survival of the worship of Mer- 
cury in ancient Roman times, when a temple dedicated 
.to this god stood on the top of the hill. 

In Ireland May Day is kept as tne first day of sum- 
mer, and is welcomed by the peasantry in Munster and 
Connaught by eating a pudding made of flour and milk. 
On this day the poor peasant lights a wisp of straw on 
the ground, and drives his one lone cow through fire. 
as a kind of exorcism to drive away all sickness from 
the animal on whose milk he depends so much. This 
Irish “passing through fire” is reminiscent of the primi- 
tive Druidic fire sacrifices when animals were really im- 
molated, in propitiation of the gods, at the vernal equi- 

Even England is not free from witchery to some ex- 
tent on May Day, since white thorn gathered on this 
festival day, and hung up over one’s door, is an ac- 
knowledged cha against witches for the twelvemonth 
to come! One old-time superstition still lingering 
among English country folk consists in bathing one’s 
face in the morning dew on May Day, to insure a beau- 
tiful complexion. This is of very ancient origin, and 
is alluded to by Pepys in his Diary as having been a 
very common practice and belief. 
| The old Puritans were exceedingly violent in their 
opposition to May-day sports, especially the May pole, 
and during Cromweli’s régime they succeeded in almost 
banishing them from the realm. They classed them all 
as pagan rites, pure and simple, and not until the reign 
of Charles II did the May pole appear again as the cen- 
ter of one of England’s national pastimes. : 

In Russia, the May feast is a part of the Easter cele- 
bration—a fact that rather strengthens the theory that 
this popular world-wide festival is-really a resurrection 
observance, partly naturalistic, partly Christian, and 
partly pagan. The Russians of all classes and ages 
| celebrate the day, noble and peasant riding about on 
| horseback and in carriage, while the air is filled with 
the strain of popular musical airs, the notes of the pipe. 
and the wilder music of the gypsies, who are made a 
special feature in the Russian May-day celebration. 

In Germany, if you will go to a certain high moun- 
tain and ascend to its summit, you will see the witches 
dancing and feasting there with devils. 

May Day in America, while not so much a national 
day as it is in the Old World, is nevertheless observed 
to some extent from Boston to Los Angeles. The chil- 
dren of several eastern States, like New York, are pro- 
vided with May poles, set up in public parks or on pri- 
vate grounds, gaily adorned with colored paints, and 
strung with long, variegated, colored streamers, fast- 
ened at the top of the poles, and long enough to reach 
the ground, all very much as seen in England. A “Queen 
of the May” having been chosen, the neighnorhood party 
go in procession in the morning to the allotted spot, es- 
corting their queen, the girls dressed in all the colors 
of the rainbow and carrying flowers. The eports all cen- 
| ter in the May pole, where the queen is crowned with a 
garland, and where the children march in a circle around 
the pole, holding in their hands the long ribbons and 
all singing May-day ditties. The games during the rest 
| of the day are such as would be played out of doors on | 
any other holiday occasion. After reaching our mid- 
western States and the Pacific Coast, we no longer see 
much of the May pole, it having given place largely to 
the May basket. I do not know of any prettier May- 
day sport than the hanging of May baskets at our doors. 
containing sometimes a little token of innocent love. in 
flowers or sweets, and generally self-made. Hung on ° 
the door knob after nightfall, with a sharp ring of the 
bell and a scampering of nimble feet, it reminds one 
that the May basket is a kind of flowery valentine, and 
a far sweeter. evidence of genuine juvenile joy than 
— of the more boisterous sports prevalent across the 
water. 

It might be said that the flowery month of May, ush- 
ered in by May pole and May queen, is reputed to be ¢ 
month of ill-omen for those who presume to get mar.

course to the eastward through the cold waters of the 
3outh Pacific Ocean toward the Island of Kerguelen or 
Desolation.

Up there on the battlements in the silence with the 
flaming sunset all about us, and the purple lagunes be- 
low changing with the skies to the pink of opal and the 
iridescent colors of a shell; islands outstretching into 
the Adriatic, gems of green set in a golden sea, with 
boats like dreams flitting toward the harbors, the in- 
tense light quivering on their colored sails; afar the 
snow mountains of the Alps, touched on the highest 
peaks by the pink and gold, withdrawing from their ob- 
scurity and coming near and nearer as the afterglow 
deepens; then later the gradual fading into purple of 
all the crimson sea, and the shadows creeping black 
across the lagoons!

Tourists imagine that the Venetian never sleeps, since 
the street noises end at so jate an hour and begin again 
ere sunrise. 

But here is the custode, who at a signal from below 
sets the large bell ringing with its huge clapper bound- 
ing and swinging back and forth with such prodigious 
noise that flight becomes advisable. We speed down the 
inclined planes, and become one with the crowd in the 
Piazza. Our hour on the beautiful Campanile of Venice 
is over—forever. 


And Venice is en féte. The new battleship, the Sicilia, 
is to be launched at the arsenal. Her name indicates 
that she is a national possession; she represents the 
contributions of all Italy, paid cheerfully toward the 
construction of this grand addition to a navy of which 
she is justly proud. Venice, whose warships swept the 
seas under her ambitious republic, crushed into unpro- 
ductiveness by the iron hand of Austria, has regained 
her prestige, has reconstructed her arsenal, and the Sici- 
lia has been built there in the heart of the city. The 
launch of the Sicilia is to be honored by a return to an 
old ceremonial, full of the poetry of ancient days, and 
particularly congenial to the people. 


San Marco, runs the legend, gave a ring to a fisher- | 


man, bidding him tell the Doge of Venice to espouse 
with it the city of Venice and the Adriatic. History, 
however, carries the ceremonial back only so far as the 
tenth century. It took place on Ascension Day, and ob- 
tained every year until the fall of the republic. 

The Doge descended the steps of the palace clad in his 


his golden ship, the famous Bucintoro, with its 160 row- 
ers. This gorgeous bark swept across the lagunes to the 
open sea followed by a flotilla of gondolas, some of fairy- 
like proportions, others magnificently decorated, the 
banner of San Marco flying on the breeze and painted 
sails enriching the mosaic of color. Then came the cere- 
mony. The archbishop blessed the nuptial ring and pre- 
sented it to the Doge, and the Doge cast the ring into 
the waves, saying these words: 

“Mare, noi ti sposiamo in segno del nostro vero e per- 
petuo dominio.” 

Thus for the ancient rite. Now for the adaptation of 
today, for the launch of the Sicilia. 

An antique ring of enormous dimensions, found in the 
Museo Civico, was copied for this occasion. Queen Mar- 
gherita was to tie the ring to a ribbon floating from the 
prow of the ship, so that when the Sicilia was launched 
the ring would receive the first kiss of the Adriatic, be- 
fore the breast of the huge warship touched the. waves. 
The society of the Festa arranged a brilliant pageant. 

By 8 o'clock in the morning a hundred gondolas were 
in readiness to escort the royal party to the basin of the 
arsenal. Some of these were gorgeous in velvet, red,

The boys open 
the gate into a circular inclosure, built of strong, rude 
boughs, palisade-fashion. From this, another gate opens 
into the homeyard. The cattle stray in, stand about, 
lowing, bellowing, bleating, with hungry eyes on the 
wagon being loaded from the haystack. At last, the 
gate is dragged open, the wagon creaks forth. Little 
Sam drives, the edge of the rick under his arm pits; big 
Tom pitches out hay, a bunch to this side, a bunch to 
that. The hungry guests snatch the protruding straws, 
the long tongues straining, the eyes eager. The wagon 
makes its round in a big semi-circle. The animals walk 
from one bunch to the next, sniffing, jostling, and but- 
ting each other, some smaller calf quite carried off his 
feet by a bigger, selfish brother. At last, each 
has found his particular bunch, and a steady 
munching makes somewhat of a chorus, while 
now and then a pair of clear, frightened eyes 
stare at you. The shaggy coats glow a ruddy 
brick color in the dusk. Later, the herd comes 
from the western range, across the valley. The 
dust rises thickly, the herd files in closely through the 
gate, followed by a patient, riderless horse, for the In- 
dian herder leaves him when opposite his own hut, a 
Short distance from the ranch house. Then the dusk 
has already deepened. ; 


A few days later I brought in from my walk,.a smell 
of sagebrush, spicy, wild and fragrant, but rather faint, 
and appealing only to a scent educated to appreciate 
this one rare fragrance of the desert. Otherwise, the 
clean, pure air is unperfumed. A light shower had 
fallen, the Toyabes looked whiter than before, and light 
clouds were wandering up over the valley. The loneli- 
ness ceases to be oppressive. The mountains, the sky, 
the sagebrush waste permit you to be lonely like. them- 
selves and invite your soul to expand. The loneliness, 
too, becomes capable of relief from commonplace 
sources. No one can travel down the valley un- 
observed, for as soon as a cloud of dust moves along 
the stage road, a pair of glasses are put into use. “That 
looks like Brown’s team, “or, “That is Rogers getting 
back from the funeral in town,” or “That’s the butcher 
from Tonopah driving down the cattle he got up at Kel- 
ley’s,” or again, with disappointment, “Only an In- 
dian,” or “Some cattle.” Some one comes in. “Who 
was that I saw going down the valley?” is the first 
query, in answer to which the above information is 
given. “Lots of travel in the valley today,” says some 
one, when at least three teams have crept down the 
distant stage road. At once we feel ourselves to be 
in the midst of a busy world. What one learns to rec- 
ognize through a pair of opera glasses at a distance of 
three miles is remarkable. 


The stage, of course, furnishes wings to all our intel- 
ligence. Our interest in the other inhabitants of the 
valley is naturally keen. A visitor is an event. If he 
proves impossible for conversation, he can at least be 
looked at. The first night two young men arrived from 
their ranch across the Toquimas, for the winter's 
round-up of “poor” cattle that had strayed over into 
Smoky Valley. They rode all day, returning at night 
with the cattle they had found. The young men make a 
fine picture on horseback, however indifferent they may 
appear when detached from their steeds, their figures 
straight and supple, the horses small and nervous. 

When, at last, the cattle have been provided for, the 
horses turned loose, and the orphaned calves fed, by 
hand, the men come into the house. The central room of 
our mud house is living-room, dining-room—is, in fact, 
devoted entirely to general utility. A big box stove is 
the heart of it, and around it we all gather at night, the 
“old man” in the big rocking chair, the boys on the 
bench, all with elbows on knees and backs symmetri- 
cally curved. The sons are not quite old enough to sup- 
port a corner of the talk in their father’s presence, but 
make an interested audience to the arguments between 
the host and visitors. Each comer brings the latest 
news, and js constrained to tell what he knows. Cows, 
horse deals, coyotes, Indian doings at Tonopah, are 
standard topics. 

After the first week, the weather changed. Two days 
a furious sandstorm raged, then the tranquilized air 
sent down a soft snowfall. The cold became intense, as 
the valley grew whiter and whiter. The cold seemed to 
freeze all colors into a greater intensity, a finer bril- 
liancy, although no deeper, for all colors in Smoky Val- 
ley are faint and finely-toned. So one evening, return- 
ing from a walk, with the wind cutting my face, I no- 
ticed the snow at my feet suddenly set to sparkling. I 
looked up; the valley was full of a glorious light. The 
mountains were ice palaces of steel-blue and silver, 
their sides cut clear and sharp by the wind. “ 

The snow covers up Nevada's sterile winter spread. 
The ranges are useless and the cattle linger around the 
home fences all day. Inside the fence and outside, the 
hay wagon made its rounds. The contingent in the 
yard were generally fed first. They munched away, en- 
tirely regardless of the bellowing of their brethren out- 
side, who were never still, the cows impatient, the old 
bulls stolid. At last the hay wagon ceases outside, and 
the boys scatter its green bunches in a long line among 
the sagebrush. Every straw is eaten, you may be sure. 
The ruddy coats glow distinct among the snow and the 
gray tops of the brush, while the long plain sweeps on 
upward beyond them. : 

A few days later I found the snow telling tales. 
Tracks, single and repeated, threaded their way around 
the dry sagebrush. The rabbits’ tracks are the most 
frequent, and the trails show that travel must be con- 
stant in certain directions. The tracks are clearly 
moulded, set nicely in the snow—two together and two 
in single file after the left front footstep. Now and 
then, two long, deep marks show where Mr. Rabbit sat 
up on his haunches to survey his surroundings. Some- 
times the tracks end in a trampled spot by a bush, 
where refreshments were evidently taken. Then there 
are beautiful, dainty little trippings where the chip- 
munks have traveled. A track begins perhaps at a hole 
under the shelter of a bush, makes a circuit around two 
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or three bushes and returns as closely as possible to the 
first track. Great, clumsy tracks, the snow dragged 
from step to step, show where the cattle travel. Al] the 
creatures have their accustomed paths. 


Nature is here strongest. She suffers man to live in 
her presence, to mould his living as well as he can, but 
she herself is evidently preoccupied. Every ranch is an 
oasis, a sign of toleration in her mood. Distances are 
at the nearest two miles, then range from seven to thirty 
miles. The whole valley of abotit 1500 square miles has 
only a score of ranches. A spring or creek determines 
the location in each case. And as you travel] down the 
valley, you behold at times the bare boughs of three or 
four cottonwood trees against the sky, instead of the 
palms of the Sahara, but both tell the same welcome 
story of refreshment and human habitation. Near the 
cottonwood trees stands the haystack, the next requisiic 
for successful ranching. Other accessories are a band 
of cattle, a few fences, and, finally, a house built of | 
mud for the accommodation of the ranchman and his a 
family. 3 

Each family has of necessity a visiting list extending ‘et 
over thirty miles. What calls lack in frequency, how- 
ever, they make up in length. A day and a night, or : 
two days, is the average duration of a visit. Very 
ready, too, are neighbors to lend teams and wagons 
when a distant neighbor is compelled to make a rapid 
journey to town. The isolation, thought I, must per- 
force enkindle in each individual a warm, humane 
friendliness toward all members of the great family of 
mankind, a friendliness big enough to ignore various 
differences in opinion, in likes, and to neutralize per- 
sonal criticism. But, alas! this ideal condition does not 
exist in any greater degree than elsewhere. After two 
or three weeks, I learned that Mrs. So-and-So did not 
visit Mrs. So-and-So. Of course the social plot thickens 
more and more. 

Each family is very much sufficient unto itself. At — 
least the S—— oasis is. The “old man” is a patriarch 
among his eight sons. To see him striding about the 
yard among the feeding cattle, his hands in his volumi- 
nous canvas coat pockets while the bigger sons toil at 
the haystack, is to obtain an excellent idea of paternal 
government. He reserves his energies for governing 
his family, breaking broncos, and going for mail, which 
includes a chat with the stage driver and a call at the 
next ranch, three miles to the west. In the house he 
gives his spare time to cultivating his mind, deriving 
his inspiration from papers both of Democratic and 
Republican persuasion. Certainly a ranchman in Ne- 
vada, of this kind, lives in his isolation like a free wild 
animal, his dress reduced to the simplest terms, vests 
and coats being necessary neither to comfort nor 
warmth, his movements hampered by no one, his pet no- 
tions aggressively advanced against all comers. His 
cattle and horses live intimately near his daily abode. 
His strength is Jirected against nature herself, which 
simply retires and submits, or else he submits and finds 
it more accordant with his ease. Enough to eat, a 
place to sleep in, a stove always hot, horses to drive, 
town thirty miles or more away to go to, or neighbors 
to visit, if he pleases, or else a chat with visite-¢ around 
his own stove, when he chews his cud and leads the 
discussion—what is there to hamper such a man? The 
free West kfiows no conventions, has no traditions; no 
priest comes to remind him of spiritual duties; no so- 
cial law demands that he entertain his friends with 
great eating and drinking. 

Jeans are the uniform. Sundays are convenient days 
for hunting rabbits or riding after cattle. Nor does he 
pine after cities and their reported pleasures. His 
friends generally return from San Francisco with un- 
favorable reports of the gaiety and noise there. He | 
knows nothing of the loneliness; the mountains, the sky, 
the valley, do not oppress him. He will admit it is 
quiet, but he knows not whereof he speaks. The na- 
tives of the valley have never seen a body of water 
larger than an ordinary California slough. They have 
no idea of boats of any kind. Yet they are shrewd, 
bright, interested in books and magazines. 

Certainly, life is simple, rude, apart, remote, here. 
The strongest pulse beat comes from Tonopah, the great 
mining camp, about 100 miles from here. There, men 
are eager, active, with the hope of riches as an incen- 
tive to exertion. Peculiar types of men, Basques, Span- 
iards, engaged in the butchering business in Tonopah. 
come up through the valley to buy cattle. Tonopah is 
just beyond the farthest spur of mountains visible to us 
in the south When one of these men stops at the ranch 
over night, the discussion around the stove becomes 
lively. The buyer is generally put on the defensive, 
the “old man” driving his wit against him from every 
point. This socially; the business part of the affair is, 
presumably, arranged at the haystack. 

One of these Basques, a sheep herder, sat by our stove 
one night. The general combination of his physique - 
resembled that of a marionette. He dumped himself 
into different attitudes, his hands and feet disposed of at 
haphazard. Withal, he was a small man. His face, red 
from exposure, was fringed in black hair and beard. 
From behind his mustache his teeth gleamed forth with 
peculiar whiteness. His eyes gleamed, too, when he 
turned them heavenward, as seemed to be his custom. 
But the effect was not ferocious, only strange, as the 
little man sat dumped in his chair, his feet helpless, his 
hands hanging limply over the arms of the chair. The 
“old man” has been to Tonopah, too, and brought us [a 
tidings of the great doings there.

ANECDOTES AND INFORMATION OF 


. FINE BiG GAME COUNTRY. 
By a Special Contributor. 

O the seeker for big game in large quantities, no 
district in the world—with the possible exception 
of British East Africa--offers such attractions as 
does that portion of Southern Alaska, British Columbia 
and Northwest Territory penetrated by the old Dalton 
trail to the Klondike. There are other portions of this 
northern country where certain kinds of game are more 
plentiful, but none where there is so great a variety 
within so short a distance of the coast. Few bears will 
be found in this district to rival the 2000-pound mon- 
sters of Kadiak Island, and no bands of caribou are likely 
to be encountered to compare with the great bands, 
numbering thousands, that roam from the Tanana north 
to, and beyond, the Arctic Circle; but both of these ani- 


mals are as plentiful as any sportsman could possibly 


desire, and the man who desires to make a record kill 
of more varieties of big game than he is likely to even 
see in Maine, or Colorado, or Montana, or Southern Can- 
ada, should not fail to board a northbound steamer at 


leged to see in the Northwest Territory one day in the 
summer of 1899. At Dalton’s Post I had remarked upon 
the great number of sheep-horn spoons and jadies in use 
by the Indians thereabouts, to be told by the mounted 
police sergeant in command at that point that they came 
mostly from a branch of the tribe jiving a hundred 
miles farther into the interior, and that the latter 
claimed to get the horns from which they were made by 
digging them out of the earth as the white men dug 
gold. Such truth as there was in this story I verified 
a month later during a visit to the Hoo-chi tribe in 
question, its village chancing to lie directly upon the 
trail by which I was traveling. 


Many years ago, the Indians said, sheep were as plen- 
tiful in their country as are the caribou today on the 
tundra plains to the north, and one day a flock of them, 
many hundreds in number, was caught by a huge slide 
of snow and gravel which the jar of its passing must 
have precipitated from the mountainside. This slide oc- 
curreld above the timber line at an altitude of about 4000 
feet, where, on account of its northerly exposure and the 
comparatively short duration of the warm weather, it 
has suffered practically no diminution. by melting. The 
snow has long since turned to the hardness of ice, and 
the gravel, even in summer, is rarely thawed to a depth 
of more than two or three feet. As a consequence, the 
slide has acted as a great refrigerator, and even to this 
day the meat of a newly-excavated animal is consid-. 


by telling how I won and lost my reputetgaaaal 
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Seattle or Victoria any time in May, June or July, with 
a ticket for Haines, Alaska. ‘ . 

Haines, formerly Haines Mission, lies near the head 
of Lynn Canal, nearly 1000 miles northwest of Seattle, 
about eighty in the same direction from Juneau, and 
about fifteen miles south of Skagway. It is the starting 
point of the Dalton Trail, and furnishes ample outfitting 
facilities, though if one is out for but a short hunt it is 
‘best to go light to Porcupine City, forty miles up the 
Chilkat River, near the British Columbia line, and go 
out in two or three-day jaunts from there. If a longer 
stay is possible, saddle and pack animals should be se- 
cured at Haines, and the mountains crossed to the val- 
leys of the Upper Alsek River on the British side of the 
line. The custom officials at Pleasant Camp are very 
lenient toward hunting parties, and it is very rarely 
that any duty at all is collected upon legitimate outfits. 

The mountains of this district probably harbor more 
sheep than the total that exist in Southern Canada and 
the United States. I have often seen them in droves 
numbering many hundreds, standing motionless on the 
steep slopes of a smal] mountainside glacier, their white 
podies almost indistinguishable against the snowy 
background, and their black noses and big, back-curving 
horns standing out like periods and commas on a sheet 
of note paper. But they are as characteristically wary 
here as in the Southland, and you will often find them 
more difficuit of approach than the more-hunted Ovis 
Cervina of the Rockies. They grow to a great size in 
body, and the horns of some of the big rams are enor- 
mous. Those of two of the largest males I killed meas- 
ared seventeen inches in circumference at the base, and 
there were rams in both herds that appeared to have 
much larger ones. 

The result of what is, perhaps, the greatest tragedy 
that ever befell a flock of mountain sheep I was privi- 


ered a great delicacy in the village. The flesh of sheep 
which have been imbedded in pure snow may be really 
good, but that thrown out by several of the blasts we 
set off in the gravel was almost black and had a.most 
disagreeable odor. 

The date of this slide we were unable to even approxi- 
mate, though the fact that none of the oldest men of the 
village professed to remember when it was not there 
would lead one to believe that it occurred at least sev- 
enty-five years ago; that it does not date back twice or 
thrice that period I can see no valid reason to prove. 


The sheep is the only animal that is as wary in the 
north as in other districts. I joined a couple of 
mounted police on a moose hunt in which we, with the 
assistance of several Indians, snow-shoed a big bull off 
into the deep drifts and shot him with our guns against 
his sides. My first caribou I peppered all around the 
edges and missed two or three times, while he ran from 
a couple of gun lengths off—the distance at which I first 
raised him—over the top of a hill. My packer followed 
him and brought him down with a very pretty 200-yard 
shot, just as he was plunging into a little lake to escape 
by swimming. Several other caribou I lost at compara- 
tively short distances by poor marksmanship; bear, 
black and brown, I shot at under ten yards, and once a 
big silver-tip carried off all the lead I could pump into 
him at twenty; ptarmigan and grouse I killed often 
with sticks, and salmon I have gaffed at the rate of ten 
a minute. Mountain lions and timber wolves, while not 
numerous, are often met with, and the hides of both, on 
account of softness and thickness of their fur, make 
really valuable trophies. 

The bear wonderfully tame, particularly the black, 
kind of a shot can average one or more

The bear, made desperate by the appearance of new 
miles, broke through the snarling pack, plunged over 
& dying foxhound, and charged off down the cafion, 
Wing for a thick growth of young hemlocks that cov- 
M2 projecting bench. 1 was too overcome with mor- 
to shoot again, but Larsen, after giving me one 
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my muzzle close against his ear to be sure of hitting 
him. Then I marched down and took my medicine, a 
dose of chaff such as only one who understands the tem- 
per of a frontier mining camp can appreciate. At last 
they eased off and begged me to take their pictures 
with the bear, which I did, “snapping” them one by one 
as they stood above the carcass in chosen attitudes, 
poses which they figured would best impress the old 
friends back in the States when the pictures were sent 
home. When I had finished the last of them, Larsen 
came running down, bearing the bleeding body of poor 
old “Foxy” tenderly in his arms. I thought that he 
was bringing the brave old veteran for honorable burial, 
and my heart went out to him for his thoughtfulness; 
but it transpired shortly)that he only wanted me to take 
my gun and stand over my victim while he took a souve- 


nir picture of me to correspond with the one I had taken 
of him and his bear. 


‘‘Via Crucis.’’ 
A GLIMPSE aT Some Easter Cu 
TOMS IN ITALY. ;

MONG the Italian Pre-Alps, forming as it were 
the first step from the snow-clad summits to the 
smiling fruitful valleys below, nestle villages, tran- 
quil and pastoral in the pursuits of the inhabitants. 
There we will find certain customs which lend to the re- 
ligious festivals of the year a character al] their own. 
The entire week preceding Easter Day is a time of 
rest from the usual occupations, all the energy of these 
good people being devoted to preparing the drama of the 
“Via Crucis.” This is the Latin expression for the Pas- 
sion, and it is carried out in style as’ simple as it is 
naive. Those among the men and women folk who by 
general assent or their own conviction fee] that they 
can act the part assigned to them, are chosen and 
formed into a little company. Costumes are provided as 
variegated as taste dictates, then a few hours of- re- 
hearsal complete this "primitive little theatrical com- 
pany. Now, the presentation of the “Via Crucis” is 
given in a “barn.” This need not cause much com- 
ment when we consider what type of structure a barn 
is with them. It is almost always very large, measur- 
ing perhaps 100 feet by 40, with large windows lighting 
up the interior, two small entrances to the east and 
west, and a very large entrance to the south. All around 
three sides of it are placed long benches. Since the 
earliest times, the people have always assembled in the 
barn to spend the long winter evenings, at one side the 
‘women spinning industriously, at the other the men 
carving kitchen utensils out of the wood. Their horses 
and cows are led to the stalls in the rear, thus leaving 


ia space great enough to accommodate a crowd during 


the representations. | 


The little company of the “Via Crucis,” being per- 
fectly sure of its members, takes the road singing with 
great fervor the religious hymns adapted to the occa- 
sion, accompanied by hand harmoniums, which are as 
a rule the favored instruments among the peasants. 
Their first stop is at the “best barn.” The people gather 
together in the part assigned to them, and the drama 
proceeds. Al] the principal events of the Passion of 
Christ are acted with that intensified religious senti- 
ment which they imbibe from the catechism and the 
prayer-book—a great love for their religion, which they 
value above everything else. The drama lasts from 
three to four hours, which hardly seem long to the spec- 
tators looking on in devout silence. 


After this, one of the company goes through the 
crowd, hat in hand, to collect contributions “for their 
pains,” as they express it. Usually successful the com- 
pany makes the round of every barn deemed worthy of 
a representation, and fortunate are they considered who 
have a good barn. Singing anew their hymns, they go 
from village to village, meeting other companies bent 
on the same journeys and the same missibn. 

Another feature of Easter tide is the Monday follow- 
ing Easter Day, called in the native idiom “I! giorno 
della merenda.” The literal translation would be 
“lunch day.” Always, on this day, the people assist at 
high mass and vespers. Catholic churches in these parts 
are few and scattered, and as a greater poriion of the 
parishioners must travel considerably in order to attend 
the sacred services, they prepare a generous, appetizing, 
supply of food which they carry with them. Loaves of 
crispy, coarse bread, roasted chickens, soup made of 
every variety of vegetables, goat cheese and wine are 
what constitute the lunch on this particular Monday. 
As many hours must elapse before tasting any food, 
they contrive to keep their provisions hot in a most 
unique fashion. Several large kettles are partly filled 
with sand, then smaller kettles into which the eatables 
have been placed are packed solidly within the hot sand 
and the whole hermetically inclosed. The men carry 
them on poles thrown across their shoulders. 

Dressed in the gayest of colors, they form groups 
which comprise just the members of one family, some 
of several families, and others still of friends and rela- 
tives; then the departure is general. Gradually upon 
the morning air can be distinctly heard the sweet tones 
of a bell—’tis the first signal—there is a brief interval of 
silence, and suddenly in glad unison, the bells peal 
forth. The clamor of silvery notes stirs the air, calling 
far and wide the faithful ta the service which now com- 
mences. The services are alike whether in town or vil- 
lage, except that perhaps there is a more spontaneous, 
outward show of devotion among these simple folk, each 
member of’the congregation joining in the chorus as 
though he or she were the first singer in the nation. 
Just as the hymns are sung by all, so the prayers are 
said aloud, with a view to instruct the illiterate ones 
in the principal prayers of the church. 

At the end of the service, from the open portals, the 
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| little eyes seem to ask: 


people pour out like bees from a bee hive, their voices 
mingling in one vast hum of sounds. Upon the green 
grass they settle themselves contentedly, while from 
the uncovered kettles, the hot viands (kept so by that 
simple device.) call forth the approval of all concerned. 
This is a time when they can really forget the stern 
realities of life, when they can give themselves wholly 
to innocent and unfettered enjoyment, the blue sky 
above them, the blessing of God upon them, the festive 
board before them. 


From the merry revelers comes—a shout for a toast. 
With uplifted glasses they toast to the lover over yon- 
der, the Deautiful, timid maiden near by, the mother for 
'a recent addition to an already numerous family, and 
the old man with silvery locks and undimmed eyes, who 
has just seen 90. This open-air feast is what makes the 
“lunedi della merenda.”

Gifted with 
a natural musical ear, a warm, tender nature and keen 
perception of the beautiful, the Italian peasant can im- 
provise poetic rhymes and songs full of melody and real 


from generation to generation are the origin of the pop- 
ular songs today. 
Now to return to the occasion, many of the young 
men noted for their good voices sing old-time ballads or 
their own improvisations, gradually leading up the peo- 
ple to enthusiastic applause. The dance begins, with 
much natural grace displayed in most of the fantastic 
dances, revealing their natural] instinct and love for this 
favorite pastime. They continue dancing and singing,

of the bell, a hush falls upon them; -through the open 
door can be seen the glimmering* lights upon the altar. 
Piously they enter the church, and, although there 
reigns the same devotion as in the morning, something 
akin to the calm of the evening subdues their spirit 
to a tranquil, thoughtful devotion. They wend their 
way homeward in the darkening twilight, and soon are 
lost in the shadows of the night. The feast is over. 
With these characteristics there are some lesser ones, 
which deserve to be told for the humorous aspect which 


they present. On Easter Day the peasant must leave 


off his mantle. He does not wear an overcoat like his 
city brother, but a heavy mantle reaching to his knees 


is his winter garment and protects him as effectually | 


from the cold. But the peculiarity of it is that, whether 
Easter Day be as cold as the preceding day or not, he 
must lay it aside in obedience to custom. Next in order, 
come the little boys. Having attained the age of three 
or four years, on Easter they “adopt” long trousers. 
To complete their manly attire, a wide-brimmed hat is 
put over the little, curly head, and trimmed with a band 


of strikingly colored ribbon, having fastened at one side | 


a bunch of flowers or cherries. As it is indispensable that 
custom be followed, the days preceding Easter are busy 
ones for the mothers who must make trousers for their 
little sons. Unfortunately, they have not all the knack 
of the tailor’s art. Can’t you then picture the little 
tots wearing pants which are too big or too long, while 
peering from under the broad-brimmed hat, two sober 
“How do I look?” 

In the large and progressive cities of the country 
there is also a great religious awakening at Easter .time, 
but it has now assumed an almost uniform character. 
The churches are decorated during Holy Week with 
draperies of black and silver, and the Holy Sepulcher is 
‘erected within one of the side chapels, amid mystic 
lights and shadows. The bells are silenced and in some 
of the churches the sacristan ascends to the belfry at 
stated hours with a sort of wooden contrivance which, 
when shaken, produces a lugubrious, rattling sound. 

‘The quaint usages and customs must really be sought 
in the country places and mountain villages, where their 
seclusion has preserved intact, to a considerable degree, 
the religious traditions.

|: was spring in “La Belle Italie,” and we were off for 


a real picnic. The pleasures of a jaunt in the sun- 

shine was a rare treat, for we had been experiencing 
Italy’s rainy season, and Florence, though lovely, had 
been very wet. \ 

The three of us started off, unencumbered by our fast- 
increasing luggage. Of course the ever-present kodak 
could not be left behind, nor our good friend Baedeker, 
nor the lunch which made it a picnic; but these were 
mere trifles compared to our usual number of parcels. 
One certainly leaves pride behind in America, and be- 
comes a veritable express wagon. 


We left Florence in the morning about 10 and rode 
through the most charming country. Every hilltop, 
high or low, in the whole of Italy, is capped, it seems, by 
some old monastery, or convent, or old tumble-down 
town, ’way up in the sky—and so were every one of 
these. Art will find expression in Italy, and this morn- 
ing we saw a most peculiar manifestation. Some of the

houses we passed had lovely verandas and potted plants 
painted on their straight up and down sides. We could 
searcely believe that anything so crude could be in a 
land where so much real beauty abounds, and where the 
very poorest and meanest fruit vender is unconsciously 
picturesque. Still, there was the incriminating evi- 
dence before our eyes. We finally put it on a financial 
dasis. The occupant, if Italian, must indeed be poor in 
worldly goods, and if a real veranda was impossible, he 
would have a make-believe one—and a brilliant one at 
chat. The ferns and potted flowers which adorned 
these balconies were the most gorgeous reds and greens 
and yellows. 


A two hours’ ride, and we were in Pisa. Alighting 
from the train, we seemed to be the only prey for the 
aumerous cabmen. We finally selected one whose horse 
looked a little more alive than some, and whose cab 
would probably make our destination; so in we climbed 
and drove to the Duomo. The town of Pisa is like hun- 


dreds of other little Italian towns, built apparently as 


a setting for some fine building or group of buildings. 
Of course, here the one thing to see is the Campanile, or 
as we barbarians call it, the Leaning Tower, much to 


Leaning lower.

with it. Of all the sights I had seen, the Campanile 
was the most exaggerated in reality. It is so out of the 
perpendicular that ene expects it to tumble on its nose 
any moment. The cathedral, the baptistry behind, and 
‘the Campo Santo to the right, are all surrounded by a 
spacious lawn which gives a perspective that one al- 
most never sees in Italy. The buildings, like the na- 
tives, usually huddle together. . 


After long and violent arguments with a guide who 
insisted on showing us what we already beheld before 
our eyes, we finally succeeded in leaving him. He was 
muttering, perhaps awful curses upon us; but we were 
quite callous, and it disturbed us not at all. Every one 


who visits Pisa knows the beauty of the cathedral and 
the wonderful echo of the baptistry. Sing an arpegzio, 
and the notes are caught ‘way up in the dome, and the 
chord is held there and sounds and resounds and finally 
dies in nothingness. Then there is the burying ground, 
with its wonderful pictures by ola mastegs and their 
equally wonderful conception. Evidently hell and its 
awful terrors were particularly attractive to the artists 
of long ago. We gazed long upon the miser being 
poured full of melted gold, and decided never to be/rich 
if we could help it. 


Very soon we turned from this somber spectacle to 
the bright warm sunshine and inviting lawn, and sat 
down in peace and quiet to enjoy our lunch—and we did 
enjoy it, in spite of the human vultures who stood over 
us ready to devour what we left. An old man and 
woman haggled and almost came to blows over the re- 
mains. We could tell from their violent gestures and 
volcanic speech that the successful one would probably 
come to an untimely death over our bones. We pri- 
vately decided in favor of the old man, and cheerfally 
presented him with the chicken that we could not hon- 
estly look in the face, having dined upon it twice a day 
for weeks, but which was no doubt a very acceptable 
delicacy to him. By this time we were quite a curiosity 
to the natives. Groups of factory girls, going across -the 
lawn to work, stopped to view us and talk us over, and 


small boys and girls going to school shouted lustily at

We gave ourselves time to walk throvgh the town to 
the depot, and as we strolled along, our party naturally 
divided itself into twos. My companion was Ruth, who 
shared my hobby for old brass and copper. Together, 
thus far, through Italy, we had dallied many an-.hour 
about the little old shops where such rare and make- 
believe rare specimens are to be found. The Italian has 
plenty of genuine antiquities, and still perhaps not 
enough to supply the demand. Consequently, he manu- 
factured them. Why should he not? It is an up-to-date 
American profession. So today we were accidentally 
and simultaneously possessed by the same vital desire 
and another quest was started. As we walked along, 
gazing at whatever might present itself, we heard that 
pleasant trickle of water that one hears always in Italy, 
and we followed the sound to a fountain near by. Here 
ever so many native women were waiting to-fill their 
water jars. Some held them on their heade with one 
hand, or balancing them deftly, their arms, akimbo, ex- 
changed the news of the day or some village gossip. 
But the jars! Every other object faded into oblivion 
before these beautiful jars.

Cutting King’s Diamond. 


SECRET OPERATIONS IN A LOCKED 
AND GUARDED PLACE. 


From London Evening News. 


HE special correspondent of the Evening News at 

Amsterdam sends the first detailed and interesting 

story of the work of cutting the King’s diamond, 
which has now been begun in secret in that city. 

The great work of cutting the Cullinan diamond and 
preparing it for its place among the crown jewels of 
England was begun (says our special correspondent) on 
Saturday. 

All the members of the firm entrusted with the work— 
Messrs. I. J. Asscher, who have a gigantic “fabriek” in 
the Tolstraat, not far from the center of the town—are 
now in Amsterdam. 

The actua: splitting operation is to take place this 
week in the presence of several experts and a small 
number of privileged persons in the trade, who have ob- 
= special permission from the authorities in Lon- 

on. ¢ 

Naturally, in such a case the greatest secrecy is ob- 
served, but I have been fortunate enough to ascertain 
many interesting facts in connection with the remark- 
able work that is being carried out. 

It is some time now since the firm received the great 


diamond, but the intervening weeks have been spent in | 


hard thinking and studying as to the best methods of 
cutting it. 

The first problem that Mr. Joseph Asscher, the head 
of the firm, had to solve was how to cut the diamond so 
as to eliminate some very bad spots existing in it., 

For this purpose, a special model of the diamond in 
clay was made. On this model has been concentrated 
the attention of the firm. 

It was cut into pieces to give an idea of what would 
happen if the genuine stone were treated in the same 
way. 

After several experiments a definite plan was arrived 
at, but exactly how many pieces the diamond will be 
cut into, and the precise size of the stone when it has 
been cut, it is impossible to learn, as Messrs. Asscher 
are not at liberty to divulge this information to any- 
body. 

A special table, not fixed to the floor, has been manv- 
factured for the cleaving operation, as has also a special 
“bak” or box. 

When a stone has to be split, diamond cutters use a 
small box with broad projecting nails on each side on 
which to steady both arms and hands, while the incis- 
ion which precedes the splitting is being made. 

In this case, however, a special box, four times the or- 
dinary size, with sliding sides, has been erected. Spe- 
cial wooden sticks have also been manufactured for the 
cutting process. 

The diamond is to be embedded in cement, placed on 
the top of a stick, not unlike the stick of a big drum. 

Then it will be held firmly in the left hand over the 
box against the projecting nail. while the right hand will 
hold a thin wooden stick also with cement on top, on 
which is embedded a sharp cutting diamond, edge up- 
ward. 

The sharpest diamonds obtainable have been bought 
for this purpose. 

The process of cutting into the diamond is necessarily 
a very slow one, as it is not an ordinary stone, and the 
greatest care is being observed. 


Wo Saw to Be Used. 


The incision is to be a certain depth—probably from 
one-half to three-quarters of an inch—and it will be 
some two or three days before the desired depth has 
been reached. 

It is interesting to note that a diamond, like wood, 


has its grains, and each stone has only four grains by | 


which it can be cloven. 
‘In cases of small diamonds, when the imperfections 
cannot be erased by cutting through the grain at any 


point the saw is brought into use to make the division. | 


The saw had been thought of in this case, but this idea 
was abandoned owing to the length of time such a pro- 
cedure would occupy, and, above all, because of the dan- 
ger there would be of the saw going in a wromg direc- 
tion after having reached a certain point. 

Once the incision on the King’s diamond is deep 
enough, this is what will happefi. 

Mr. Joseph Asscher will fix firmly the stick on which 
it is placed to a thick square piece of lead, insert in the 
slit a specially-constructed knife blade made of the finest 
steel, and with a thick steel stick give its a terrific blow. 
This cuts the stone in twain. 

The other necessary divisions will be made in a simi- 
lar manner. In case the diamond should fall, thick car- 
pets have been laid round the table, while the apron 
which Mr. Asscher wears has its extremities attached to 
the table as a further precaution. ; 

Once the above has been achieved, the jewel will be 
handed over to Herr Henri Koe, a strong, keen-looking 
young man with wrists of iron, wha has been in the 
firm some twenty years. 

He it was who polished the famous Excelsior diamond, 
weighing 971 carats, on behalf of his firm. He will, 
while at work,:be locked in a specially-built room, to- 
gether with three assistants and an old member of the 
firm. 

For a whole year—the time which it is expected the 
operation will take—his hours will be from 7 in the 
morning until 9 o’clock at night. 

The workmen have 1% hours for luncheon, but Koe 
will not leave the room throughout the day. This room 
is nearly opposite that of the head of the firm, who will 
retain the key of it, so that he will be able to look in 
at will and see how the work is going on. 

The cleaving of a diamond is followed ordinarily Rand

The various instruments required for polishing have 


been, of course, made much larger in the case of the Cul- — 


linan. For instance, a special dop (a sort of big drum- 
stick, with pewter on top, into which, while soft, two. 
thirds of the diamond will be buried) has been manu- 
factured, weighing about twenty pounds, and measuring 
5% inches across. 

The mill, which is made of cast iron and stee!, and is 
16% inches straight across (ordinary ones measure 


about 12 inches, and that used for the Excelsior only 13,) 


makes 2400 revolutions per minute. 


The diamond has to be applied to the revolving plate. 
gently and carefully, or otherwise there is a good chance 
of the stone crumbling to pieces. 

To insure himself against accidents, Herr Koe has 
had a device specially constructed for himself, which will 
help his wrist. The mill is oiled with a preparation con- 


sisting of crushed diamond powder and oil, and a larger — 


quantity than usua] of this expensive liquid will be 
utilized. 

There is a strong room on the ground floor of Messrs. 
Asscher’s premises, which is probably unique. The walls 
are three-quarters of a yard thick, and made of iron and 
cement. It would take anybody a fortnight to bore a 
hole through them. 


Where the Diamond Lies at Night. 


~The door can only be opened by a combination of num- 
bers, which is only known to the three heads of the firm. 
This done, a strong iron-barred door is displayed tc 
view, which has to be unlocked before the strong roor 
can be lit by electric light. The illumination is obtainec 


by joining the electric wire to a switch on the outside of — 


the room, this being done in order to prevent any open- 
ing inside. 
One sees several unpretentious-looking movable desks 


containing hundreds of thousands of pounds’ worth oi | 


diamonds. 
On the left near the wall there is a mahogany cup- 


board of ordinary appearance, with two handles, but 


with no locks visible. Locks there are, however—nine 
in all—behind a sliding panel. The door of the safe, for 
such it is, is of steel, 8 inches thick, and conceals twc 
ingeniously-hidden safes, in one of which the Cullinan 
diamond reposes at nights. 

The head of the firm, armed with a revolver, takes 
the diamond down every evening, accompanied by ten 
members of his staff, who leave him for a moment while 
he secretly locks the outer door. 
him in the morning when he takes it out again. 

There is a small patent recording clock outside the 
strong room, and it is the duty of the night watchman 
to make a certain mark on it every half hour throughout 
the night. 

If he is only a second late, he will be called upon to 
give an explanation. Throughout the night, alsbd, an 
armed policeman walks up and down the building. 

I learn from merchants in this, the diamond center of 


the world, that the intrinsic value of the stone is about — 


£500,000, but, of course, it is worth more—probably 
£1,000,000—on account of its historic value. 

The diamond, which now weighs about 1% pounds, 
will, when complete, weigh about 1 pound. It will have 
fifty-eight facets, the usual number of every diamond, 
and will be a beautiful glassy white.

HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS. 


PLANTS THAT WELL REPAY THE CosT 
OF CULTURE. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


HE herbaceous border is a subject which does not 
| sufficiently occupy the attention of our average 
home builder. Not only is such a feature a neces- 
sary complement to the garden beautiful, but one that 
is unusually productive of results both ornamental and 
economic. There is no part of a garden where so much, 
in the way of good flowers, may be cut witnout in any 
manner marrimg the general effect, for it is necessary 
in order to keep up the floral supply that the plants be 
freely cut away in the flower-bearing spikes. 
There are so many of this class of perennials on the 
market, obtainable at prices within reach of all, that 
we marvel at the paucity of such displays in the South- 


ern California garden. A few that come to mind as pe- 


culiarly suitable are here enumerated: 
Aquilegia (Columbine,) Campanula (Canterbury Bells,) 


sorts with a growth of vine and blossom that may well 
be termed “riotously rampant.” The blossoms and up- 
per growth are at home anywhere, but the roots must be 
in cool, shaded, free soil. | | 


Water Copiously Now, 


The warm sunshine is peculiarly severe on plants at 
this season, when the growth is young and tender, and 
the need for water to keep up this new growth is great. 
A light sprinkling each morning before the sun shines 
too flercely (better still before sunrise) is an excellent 
invigorator, but will not take the place of the neces- 
sary copious irrigation that, the plants should have about 
twice each week. This prescription is for herbaceous 
plants; once each week is enough for shrubs of normal 
growth. 


| Abutilons or Flowering Maples. 


Those who know only the old-fashioned, straggly, 
tree-like abutilons with small flowers would marvel at 
the changes recently wrought in these plants by the en- 
terprising plant breeder. The abutilon of today is a 
dwarf shrub of three feet or so high literally loaded 


down with large bells of white, yellow, pink, or crim- 
son. All the vigor apparent in the old type has been

cA HARD TIMES BUSINESS. 


POULTRY RAISING AS A MEANS OF SUP- 
PORT FOR THE FAMILY. 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg. 


NOTE.—Short articles of a practical nature are cordially solic- 
tted from breeders and fanciers, relati their experience with 
poultry, giving their successes as well as failures. The writer will

- thought and practice in an enlightened poultry culture may a 
healthy expression in these columns. 


HERE is no question that there are many people 


out of employment in the cities and towns; that 

the industrial occupations are just at present 
somewhat depressed, throwing many men and women 
out of work. In this transition period, there has been 
a tendency to leave the town for the country—a sort 
of boom in agricultural enterprises. During the period 
of the full dinner ‘pail many have been extravagant, and 
failed ‘to provide for the: proverbial rainy day. It is 
this condition that has prompted many to go into the 
poultry business, and excited others for information re- 
garding it. Viewed from this standpoint, it would seem 
that soil production in one line or another, is at least 
a partial remedy for hard times. 


In times of business depression the demand for econ- 
omy and the “small things of life” is imperative. And 
the hen if properly handled will “do business” in hard 
times quite as cheerfully as in good times. Her prod- 
uct is always good for ready money at the grocery. 
Keeping a few hundred head of poultry properly man- 
aged will pay the living of a good-sized family, even with 
eggs as low in price as they are at present. A good 
laying hen will yield her owner a profit on every egg 
_she lays with food at the present ruling high prices. 


Her product is food to the owner, whether he and his 


family consume it, or convert it into groceries and pro- 
visions through the channels of trade. When she is too 
old to lay, he can eat her or sell her for meat to the 
butcher. Good proposition, isn’t it? 


Bear in mind that when investing in poultry and 
plants, you are not buying an automobile nor a piano; 
but an income proposition—something that if properly 
oO ted will surely bring you results in the way of 
a(revenue. If out of employment, think it over—it

Classification as to Uses. 


A correspondent from Pomona asks The Times to 
give a classification of breeds in relation to their great- 
est economic uses. This is possible only in a general 
way, and will not in its last analysis apply to all cases. 
However, in a general way the breeds represented in the 
American standard of perfection might be grouped as 
follows: 

_ For eggs—The Mediterranean class, embracing the 

Leghorns. Minorcas, Andalusians; Black Spanish, An- 
conas, etc. 

For general purpose—The American, English and 
French classes, embracing the Plymouth Rocks and 
Wyandottes, Orpingtons, Dorkings and Houdans. | 
For the table—Cornish, Brahmas, Cochins, Langshans, 
etc, 

For the fancier—Games, Bantams, Polish, Hamburgs, 
ete. 

Touching breeds laying white and brown eggs, the two 
groups comprise the following: | | | 

White eggs, Leghorns, Minorcas, Anconas, Andalusian, 
W. F. Black Spanish, Polish, Hamburgs, Red Caps, Hou- 
dans, La Fleche, Crevecouers, Games, Sumatras, Silkies, 
Sultans. 

Brown eggs, Brahmas, Cochins, Langshans, Plymouth 
Rocks, Wyandottes, Javas, Dorkings, Favorolles, Cor- 
nish, Malays, R. I. Reds, Orpingtons. 

For the most part, breeds designated as laying white 
eggs, do so true to color; but in the case of brown eggs, 
the color may shade all the way from a pale shell-pink 
to a rather strong brown. | | 


What ts a Really Fresh Egg? ‘ 


Much has already been said in this department on the 
market and dietary value of eggs, but the subject pre- 
sents so many points of consideration, that it seems al- 
As breeders and deal- 
ers well know that in nutrient and eating qualities 
there is little or no difference between dark-sMelled hen 
fruit and white, though commercially the white-shelled 
egg is certainly in ghe ascendency, more especially so in 
California than in the New England States, where the 
brown-shelled product still holds its own. The New 
York, Chicago, Kansas City, San Francisco and Los An- 
geles markets give a pronounced preference for white- 
shelled eggs. This is in a measure due to popular taste, 
but is also influenced by the fact that white-shelled eggs 
can be candled much more expeditiously. And since 
the candling and grading of hen fruit is now a regular 
branch of the egg trade in cities, there is every reason 
why the trade should give them the preference. 

In this connection it is interesting to note that the 
Utility Poultry Club of England has adopted a stand- 
ard for the judging of what shall constitute a really 
fancy fresh egg. The scale of points are: Freshness 
40, size 15, texture of shell 15, uniformity of size, color 
and shape 15, cleanliness and bloom 15. Eggs to be 
passed over if (1) they rattle in shell; (2) are double- 
yolked; (3) contents are tainted in any way: (4) are 
artificially colored; (5) are polished. In judging fresh- 
ness the following tests are suggested: Size of air 
space. density of albumen. firmness of chalazae, tough- 
ness of yolk membrane and roundness of yolk, and by

the freedom and completeness with which contents leave 
shell when broken. | : 


In California the breeds that lay a white-shelled egg 
certainly predominate, so that the balance of trade is 
in our favor. The difference in price, provided the 
eggs test out and are properly graded as between the 
light and dark-colored is not much, though it must be 
admitted that the white have the call in the this mar- 
ket. 


Again the Cornish Fowl. ine 


E M. Sponsler, a regular reader of The Times, is 
prompted to shy his castor into the arena as another 
champion of the Cornish fowl. He gives his experience 
with the breed as follows: 


“Too much cannot be gaid in. favor of this popular 
breed, and as I am handling them I am often asked as 
to their laying qualities, their behavior as mothers. In 
reply, I will state that in my experiefite they do not 
rank with the Leghorns for eggs, neither are they as 
scanty of egg production as some of the Games. I have 
at present six pullets and three hens which have laid on 
an average twenty-seven eggs per week for nine con- 
secutive weeks. The pullets commenced laying De- 
cember 15. To increase my flock I hatched 31 chicks 
in an incubator about March 22, out of which lot I 
lost only one chick; this breed seems to be stronger 
and more vigorous in growth than some of the others 
I have bred. I have bred poultry for fifteen years, and 
must confess that I am better pleased with them than 
with any I have tried so far.” . 

This correspondent encloses two photographs—one of 
a cockerel, and the other of a _ pullet and hen. Both 
show the birds in a nervous state, and not in a natural 
pose. Judging from these pictures the birds are want- 
ing in blockiness, too much station, and broadness of 
breast and back. The Cornish is essentially a table 
fowl, and should present a short-legged, thick-shanked, 
broad and massive appearance. Unless possessing these 
characteristics, the breed does not come up to standard 
requirements. See article in The Times of three weeks 
ago, affording an excellent jllustration of the breed at 
its best. | 


Preserving Eggs. 


This is the season of the year when the hens are 
prolific of eggs; it is also the time of year when the 
price of hen fruit rules low in the market place. Under 
these conditions it is good business to place eggs in 
cold storage or in some preservation for the time when 
prices shall go higher. Should the pure-food law, how- 
ever, sustain the contention of some producers that 


cold-storaged eggs must be sold as such, and not as 


strictly-fresh ranch eggs, there will be less inducement 
on the part of producers to preserve their hen fruit for 
the day of better prices. 

- Outside of cold storage there are several methods 


used to preserve eggs, the most efficient and popular be- 
ing the water glass (sodium silicate) method. It is eas- 


ily prepared and applied. Take 10 parts of boiled water. 


to one of water glass and mix. Put the solution in stone 
jars or crocks, and keep covered all the time situated 
in a cool place. It is best tu immerse the daily output 


of eggs, every day, as tending to preserve their fresh- 


ness. One gallon of sodium silicate makes ten gallons 
of solution capable of preserving about 1000 dozen of 
Pickings from the Yard.

Probably many of us are feeding 
too little crushed oats. Oats are a muscle-maker at all 
times, in that they urge a use of muscle, urge a fowl 
to activity, and sustain effort. KS

SCRAPS OF LIVY’S HISTORY. 
Dr. H. Fishcher, a German scholar,.was turning over 
some very old manuscripts in the Carmelite Cloister, in 
Hamberg, recently when some scraps of paper so wasted 
by time that they easily broke into pieces fell to the 
floor. He carefully gathered up the fragments. 


He observed that the copyist had used the uncial char- 


acters, very good proof that the manuscript was pro- 
duced not later than the eighth or ninth century of our 
era. The pieces were placed in the hands of Dr. Ludwig 
Traube, an expert in old manuscripts, and after days of 
work he patched enough of them together to make three 
pages from Livy’s Roman History. 


He found that each page belonged to a different book 


of the history. Then he wrote a long and learned descrip- 
tion of the pages, which was printed with photographs 
of two of them in the Transactions of the Imperial Acad- 
emy, Vienna. 

Not long afterward Dr. Fischer found in the same mon- 
astery two complete pages of the Livy manuscript. They 
were complete because they had been pasted on the first 


and last leaves of another book, evidently 
them, as the book had lost its wooden covers 


They were very skillfully removed, and Dp. 
wrote an account of them which fills sixtes, 
the last report of the Munich Academy of 
photograph of one of them is also given.

“War,” he once said in an interview with Mr. Stead,

Since then there has been the Russo-Japanese War, to 
mention only one event. M. Bloch based his theories as 
to the impossibility of war on the ground that “the 
very development that has taken place in the mechan- 
ism of war has rendered war an impracticable opera- 
tion.”’ 

Can he have foreseen Mr. Simpson’s weapon? Col. 
Maude, to whom I put the question as to the possible 
abolition of war through such inventions. looks to eco- 
nomic and commercial considerations as the most likely 
deterrent of the future. He puts his position very 
clearly in his Contemporary Review article. 

“Now,” he writes, “as long as the use of this new 
weapon is confined to the sea—the question of extrenie 
range is of minor importance—the fifteen miles or there- 
abouts already attainable suffice amply. But once the 
pressure of our sea power began to tell, our enemies 
would of necessity be compelled to seek the utmost ex- 
tension of its destructive radius as an answer to our 
threat of starvation. ‘If you insist upon starving us, we 
will destroy London, and as many other towns as are 
worth the expenditure of our shells’—and again our re- 
ply must be to proceed to the destruction of Paris. The 
result would then depend on which nation could stand

up to the punishment with the least derangement of in- | 


ternal law and order; or, rather, which government 
could trust its people the most implicity. The answer 
to this question only the future can give, for, though 
under quite normal] conditions, the reply may be obvious, 
a nation in a great war is like a man in a delirium—no 
one can forecast its actions. The new factor, a 
recoilless gun capable of sending its projectiles through 
any armor afloat, or which can be made to float, turns 
the scale of war in our favor; for no preéxisting condi- 


tions of warfare since the days of the longbow have 


afforded us such opportunities of developing the full 
fighting power of the individuals of our race. As the 
battleships settle to the bottom of the sea, or crawl back 
to their docks the coolness and tenacity of the man be- 
hind the gun assumes a higher value and that this cool- 
ness and tenacity remain the leading characteristics of 
our people the records of every shipwreck or mining 
disaster annually demonstrate. On land we may modify 
and restrain these qualities of ill-considered tactical 
methods and misunderstood experiences of other nations, 
but on the sea danger is the same for all, and there is 
not a merchant seaman of any nationality in the world 
who does not readily concede to the Anglo-Saxon the 
pride of place.” 


Problems of the Future. 


In a striking closing passage Col. Maude briefly dis- 
enusses some of the problems of the future. 

“There remains,” he writes, “only to be considered 
the influence which this new weapon will exert on the 
future of the dirigible balloon and the aéroplane. The 
problem is too involved to be unravelled here in all its 
complexity, but this much seems worth saying—though 
the new weapon will be far the most formidable danger 
airships will have to face, airships may prove to be 


the necessary complement of the new weapon, since only 
by their use can the full advantage of its accuracy be 
developed. Over the land, therefore, the command of 
the air wil] still have to be fought for. Over the sea, on 
the other hand, the advantage will rest, at any rate 
for some years to come, with the airships belonging to 


the fastest fleet, on condition that the latter has either - 


adequate sea room, or can choose its own time to attack; 
more than this, it seems impossible to predict at pres- 
ent.” 

It only remains to be added that steps are being taken 
to get a suitable range for an experimental tria] with 
the model which Mr. Simpson has constructed. 

Like the true inventor, he is proud of the creation of 
his brain, and believes with Col. Maude that it will revo- 
lutionize warfare. That it will diminish the possibility 
of war he is certain; that it will lead to the abolition 
of war is another question. 

“What man,” he asks, “who knows the world as it at 
present is can have any hope of abolishing war? His 
faith in mankind must be enormous.” 


IN GORILLA AND. 


AN EXPLORER’Ss REMARKABLE ADVENTURES 
AMONG CANNIBALS AND PYGMIES. 


{London Leader:] Dr. W. G. Ansorge, who recently 
brought to the Zoo the male,gorilla “Dick” (which died 
from the effects of the climate on Friday last,) has once 
again turned his thoughts to the equatorial regions of 
Africa. 

Few travelers have a more remarkable record than Dr. 
Ansorge. He has spent a whole lifetime among the 
mixed races of Central Africa, and now, after a fortnight 
in this country, he has determined to leave. He con- 
fided his determination, in the intervals of violent 
coughing, to a Morning Leader representative on Satur- 
day; but he talked shyly of his remarkable experiences 
with cannibals and pigmies, Nigerians and Pangwees, and 
the hundreds of tribes who make their home in the won- 
derful regions bordering on the Equator. 


Dr. Ansorge has returned to England after eleven 
months’ exploration and scientific research in the Ga- 
boon, and with him he has brought scores of what are 
at present believed to be new species of African birds 
and plants. Of these the explorer prefers not to speak. 
for it is only by exhaustive comparison among al) the 
museums of the world that these discoveries can be 
finally established and catalogued. 


But of his experiences among the Pangwees—a word 
which has been corrupted, Dr. Ansorge believes, from 
the word Fan, an English title bestowed upon the tribe 
in the early days of exploration—he speaks freely. He 
found the tribes settled westward at Ogoowone, but the 
township is made up of small villages, the inhabitants 
of which speak totally different languages and follow 
different customs. The French authorities have little 
difficulty, however, in keeping order. : 

From Qgoowone, despite the warnings of the French 
authorities, Dr. Ansorge penetrated into a district far 
from the security of civilization and inhab.ted by na- 


tives who have the reputation of being cannibals. He — 


was accompanied only by native servants, , 

It was a risky proceeding. After pitching his tent, 
which was a covering principally of palm leaves, hordes 
of thieving savage natives gathered around him. They 
stole everything they could lay their hands on. Of 
sleep there was none. Dr. Ansorge lay down at night 
with his gun beside him to keep off the marauders. 

It was in these parts that Dick, the ill-fated gorilla 
which was brought to England, was secured by the ex- 
plorer. Gaboon was known to the early explorers as 
Gorilla Land. It was an early French explorer who, se- 
curing a specimen, dispelled the myth of the old rec- 
ords, which described the gorilla as the “wild man of 
the woods.” 

It was also here with the natives that Dr. Ansorge al- 
most lost his life. Tired of the thieving and sleepless 
nights, he prepared to move on. One of the natives suc- 
ceeded in stealing his dust-shot gun, and at once the 
tribe turned out with loaded guns of their own. It was 


a desperate moment, which was smoothed over only by 
the distribution of French coins, of which the natives, - 


although having no coinage of their own, appeared to 
know the value. 

Then he hurriedly crossed the river and traveled on 
to Fernan Vaz. Here the natives speak English, French. 
and Portuguese, but the trade is in the hands of the 
French, who are year by year buying out the English 
traders. In two years Dr. Ansorge was informed the 
French authorities have spent £60,000 in buying up Eng- 
lish traders, and to all intents and purposes they now 
have a monopoly of the Gaboon, although one or two 
English firms remain along the river banks. The na- 
tives have noted the displacement of the English trad- 
ers, and ask why have the English run away? 

Dr. Ansorge is strongly of the opinion that the Gaboon 
would have been a very valuable trading center for Eng- 
lish firms. 

The eleven months which Dr. Ansorge spent in the 
Gaboon is but one of a long series of such expeditions. 
In 1899 he performed a remarkable journey across the 
African continent from east to west, via Mombasa, 
through Uganda, by the foot of the Ruwenzori Moun- 
tains, and so on through the heart of the great pigmy 


_ forest and down the Congo rivers to the mouth of the 
| Congo. He was a pioneer in Uganda, is a member of 
the Colonial Medical Service, and author of a work on 


the African continent called “Under the African Sun.” 

But the achievement by which Dr. Ansorge will prob- 
ably be known to posterity was the discovery of an en- 
tirely new family of fishes in the Niger. The family 
has been named “Phracloaemus Ansorge.” In addition, 
he has discovered 170 new species or new genus, and sev- 
enty of these have been named after him.

investment in Trees. 


HE planting and care of forest trees has been car-. 
‘Tee on for several years now by State Forester A. F. 
Hawes of Connecticut with interesting results. Mr. 
Hawes’s experience boiled down to a few lines indicates 
that for sandy, cheap lands such as were used for most 
of the experiments the best trees are pines, white, 
Scotch, Norway and pitch. It appears that in the long 

_ run white pine is the best, the trees being cheaper and 
the growth through a term of years being equal to any 
and the lumber of good market value. The Norway pine 
is also considered very satisfactory, although the trees 

- cost more at the outset. The Scotch pine is a very rapid 
grower and will do well for planting in open spaces, 
white pine requiring some shade of bushes or brush to 
do its best at the start. Two-year-old trees are most 
satisfactory. | 


The young pines can be bought for about $3 per thous- 
and, and at five or six feet apurt are set 1500 to the 
acre. In fairly open land the cos: of planting was $1.70 
per thousand, with higher costs in rough or bushy 
ground. Examination of a number of old plantations of 
white pine in the State indicates that with cheap lands 
and low cost planting the pine would prove profitable as 
a crop, paying at least 5 per cent. compound interest at 
present prices of lumber, with every probability that 
prices will be higher by the time plantings now made 
are ready for market. 


Attention is called to the very rapid way in which the 
investment increases by compound interest and taxes. It 
is plainly unfair that the lumber crop should be taxed 
over and over again during growth, the tax gradually 
eating up the profit from the plantation. It would seem 
that every State would see the advantage of encouraging 


and taxing only the annual increase. An original invest- 
ment of $5 per acre for land and $12 for planting com- 
pound interest and taxes in Connecticut amount to $75 
’ by the thirteenth year and to $650 in seventy years. The 
present value of old plantations indicates that the 
growth of: pine lumber would pay for the investment 
and interest if original cost were kept as low as pos- 
sible. The amount of lumber in one planting seventy 
’ years old showed that the annual growth had been 
around 1000 feet, indicating a yearly average income of 
$6 per aere for seventy years. Such figures indicate that 
forestry is a very good business investment for the State, 
as well as being desirable for other reasons.—[ American 
Cultivator.

To Restore Barren Fruit Trees. 


LD trees that have failed to give profitable crops of 

fruit may be restored to faithfulness by digging up 
the soil around them and pulverizing it well and then 
applying a good dressing of well-rotted manure, mix- 
ing it thoroughly with the soil. A couple of weeks 
thereafter a dressing of wood ashes left on top of the 
ground will be very beneficial. For peach, apricot and 
plum trees cow manure gives far the best results. If 
fertilizing fails to revive the trees after giving them 
a good pruning, they are past redemption, and should 
give way to something better.—[{Agricultural Epitomist.. 


Destructive Thrips. 


E are advised that thrips in the Santa Clara Val- 

ley have not only been present as bad as ever in 
many sections, but cover much new territory as well. 
In some cases, however, they seem to have left orchards 
which they have been damagimg for years. The con- 
tinued warm weather during the budding and blossom- 
ing period so forced the trees that the first and early 
damage by adult thrips was not so noticeable, but the 
later damage to fruit and foliage is now very marked. 
Prunes hardly filling the blossom cup show evidences 
of the marks caused by the feeding of the new brood of 
thrips larvae, which would seem to foretell a large per 
cent. of scabby prunes.—([Fruit Grower.

He said he would 
have produced rain, only “conditions had not been favor- 
able,” the season having been unusually dry. The satis- 
fied and gratified farmers immediately voted that Hat- 
field was all right (and I guess he must be,) and hired 
him for another season, trusting that next winter would 
be wet, so that his explosives would work all right. Isn’t 
such a confiding spirit beautiful? - |

west-siders. When it comes to childlike trustfulness, I 
know of no community that could knock them out 
whether in the first or the twentieth round, and child- 
like trustfulness is a thing to be admired.

Egyptian Cotton a Success. 


REMARKABLE innovation in some of the present 

methods of farming in the hot valleys of our far 
southwest is promised if the results of the recent ex- 
perimental work of the Department of Agriculture are 
to be accepted as a criterion. For several years this de- 
partment has conducted a series of experiments in the 
vicinity of Yuma, Ariz., with a number of types of cot- 
ton, and this region has proven well adapted to the 
Egyptian varieties. One variety of this type last year 
yielded 990 pounds of lint to the acre, or practically 
equivalent to two bales of the American standard. Sam- 
ples of this cotton were submitted to buyers and manu- 
facturers of Egyptian cotton, and by each were classed 
as equal to the best Egyptian grades, and on the basis 


of the 1907 market were worth from 23 to 25 cents per 


pound. The importance of this experimental work of 
the government will be appreciated when it is remem- 
bered that our average annual imports of cotton for the 
last ten years amounted to 62,000,000 pounds. 

The experiments at Yuma show that acclimatization 
is necessary for success with Egyptian cotton in the 
southwest. The first seed introduced there did not pro- 
duce profitably, while the same variety after several 
years’ selection and acclimatization has become adapted 
to local conditions and has given excellent yields. 
While this fact may in a measure retard the rapid devel- 
opment of cotton growing, it will at the same time 
safeguard the future of this industry. 

It is said that the Indians are evincing great interest 
in the experiments in cotton growing. With fhe intro- 
duction of cotton as a staple product the Indians would 


It is essential that the potatoes should mature in com- 
paratively dry soil.

Van der Meuler, represents a landscape with a castle 
believed to be that of Heidelberg.

The fashion of the period to decorate 
harpsichords with paintings by famous artists led to the 
sacrifice of more than one valuable instrument for the 
sake of the picture.

Ordinarily the first irrigation should not be given un- 
ti] the tubers are set, If the tubers have a chance to 
form in a comparatively dry soil, the majority of them 
will be formed at one time. Then when water is applied 
all will have an equal chance to develop. The result 
should be a crop of even-sized potatoes. 


The water should always run shallow in the furrows, | 


never deep enough to stand around the tubers, but a 
sufficient amount applied so that the moisture may seep 
up into the ridges. In this way the soil about the grow- 
ing tubers may be kept damp but not soggy. This is the 
ideal condition for the potato plant, but unfavorable for 
the growth of potato diseases. 

An effort should be made to keep the soil moisture 
uniform by frequent light irrigations. If the ground is 
allowed to become dry, the growth of the tubers is 
checked: then when water is again applied, second 
growth starts in, which results in nubs and irregular 
growths.

“American Health,” the official organ of the 
American Health League. 

About a year ago, suggestions were made regarding 
the establishment of a Department of Health, with a 
cabinet member at its head. Commenting upon this 
suggestion, the editor of the Care of the Body expressed 
the opinion that we had already too much medical leg- 
islation. Since then, there has been formed the Ameri- 
can Health League, with a Committee of One Hundred. 
It originated in the Economic Section of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. The com- 
mittee was organized a year ago this month. President 
Roosevelt indorsed the work, but said he was strongly 
opposed to the creation of any new department. There- 
fore that feature of the idea was abandoned, In place 
thereof will probably be established a Bureau of Health, 
to be put under one of the existing departments. _ 

The new organization ought not suffer for lack of pub- 
licity. There has been established in connection with it 
a “Press Council” of 100 leading editors, an “Author's 


League” of 1000 of the leading authors in the United. 


States, and a “Press Writers’ League,” consisting of 
persons not authors or editors, but professional press 
writers. As the president of the organization says, in 
the first number of the magazine, “The power to mould 
the will of the people represented by the two organiza- 
tions, the Press Council and the Authors’ League, is 
well-nigh irresistible.”

pen nor sword are, however, always right. 


There are also being established In connection with 
the League what are called “local advisory committees,” 
consisting of prominent citizens who join to take the 
lead in the health movement. These local advisory 
committees have already been started in about 200 
towns. 

The editor of the Care of the Body has been strongly 
urged by several organizers of the league to join the lo- 
cal advisory committee. He has declined, and has given 
his reasons for such declination. In the first place, as 
previously stated, he believes that we have already alto- 
gether too much medical legislation. The particular 
purpose of the Committee of One Hundred is stated to 
be to advocate the passage of more medical legislation 
by the Federal government. You may call it health leg- 
islation or medical legislation, as you please. It will 
amount to the same thing by the time you are through. 
We may expect to see an extension of false and use- 
less quarantine laws, based upon the erroneous concep- 


tion that one person may catch a disease from another, 


which is a superstitious error. The San Francisco peo- 
ple have been suffering for over a year from superflu- 
ous officiousness on part of the Federal medical officials. 
A few sporadic cases of bubonic plague have been 
transformed into an epidemic. An absurd, costly and 
useless campaign against rats and. fleas has been under- 
‘taken, instead of concentrating efforts on cleaning out 
-he filth on which these vermin feed. It was even sug- 
gested by one of these overzealous officials that the 
Jeet should not be allowed to land at San Francisco un- 
ess the people came down with more rat money. This 
‘aused such howls of rage and derision, that the Fed- 
xral medicos appear to have subsided to some extent. 
Vieantime, while the Federal medical authorities have 
geen slaying thousands of rats, the San Francisco 
Grand Jury reports that the schools of that city are in 
a filthy condition. 

Then, we might look for an increase in laws compell- 
ng people to submit to the injunction of animal poison 
into the blood, as a cure for disease. Even the medi- 
*al fraternity—or at least, the broad-minded members 
‘hereof—are beginning to see a few gleams of light on 
this subject. 
from an article by Theodore G. Davis, M.D., of Los An- 
geles, in the California Medical and Surgical Reporter, 
‘or March: : 

“It is refreshing that of late, some of the most active 
surgeons have called a halt upon themselves, or rather 
slackened their pace, being for the time dazzled by the 
xecasionally brilliant results of vaccine therapy. That 
vaccine therapy will prove of value in a limited number 
of selected cases, no one can doubt. We must be care- 
‘ul. however, lest our enthusiasm ‘lead us into folly’ and 
do injury to a really meritorious procedure. To us it 
appears irrational to inject into a patient already suffer- 
ing from a general infection, be it toxemia, bacteriae- 
mia or a septicopyemia, cultures containing more of the 
substance which the body is unable to antagonize or re- 
sist. It appears to us just as irrational as it would be 
to give tincture of nucis vomica to a person suffering 
from strychnin poisoning. We have heard it suggested, 
nay recommended, by some enthusiasts in our midst, 
but we cannot but feel this was done without due con- 
sideration.”

“The real knowledge on which the prevention of in- 
fectious diseases is based, ts the discovery of the causes 
of these diseases by such men as Pasteur and Koch. 
. . . The governments of France and Germany took 
the initiative and the discoveries of the organisms 


which cause Asiatic cholera, tuberculosis, typhoid fever, 


and diphtheria have had great influence in awakening 
public interest in these matters . We have ascer- 
tained the nature of the micro-organisms causing a num- 
ber of infectious diseases, and even where the particular 
micro-organism has not been discovered, we can by 
analogy, from what is ~ known concerning infectious 
micro-organisms, draw inferences as to the origin and 
spread of any infectious disease. . . . Can we con- 
ceive of our national government, if a Koch or a Pas- 
teur should make his appearance in this country, calling 
him to Washington, and by giving him a laboratory, 
afford him an opportunity to confer inestimable bene- 
fits on mankind?” 3 


Evidently, therefore, the League believes in the false 
theory of infection, and favors bacteriology, which’ has 
been carried to such an absurd extent, to the neglect of 
the study of the plain laws of health and disease. Koch 
made a dismal failure with his tuberculin, which is 
now discredited and disused by most intelligent physi- 
cians. There was never more enthusiasm shown in the 
ranks of the medical profession than, when in 1890, at 
the International Medical Congress, in Berlin, Koch an- 
nounced his tuberculin “discovery.” In this, as in other 
cases of supposed wonderful medical cures, the efficacy 
of the remedy was boosted by misrepresentation of facts. 
Mild cases, that would have recovered readily under the 
fresh-air treatment, were heralded as wonderful cures 
by Koch’s process. It is a well-known fact that the 
lungs of a large proportion of persons who are dissected 
show the healed scars of tuberculosis, the cure in such 
cases being’ due to nature alone. 

Many deaths have undoubtedly been due to Koch’s 
tuberculin treatment. During the eighteen years that 
have intervened, scarcely a twelvemonth has passed in 
which some new and wonderful medical cure for tuber- 
culosis has not been announced, and sometimes we have 
two or three in a year. These have done great harm, 
for when they have not actually injured the patient, 
they have often kept sufferers from the only true rem- 
edy—fresh air, rational diet and graduated moderate ex- 
ercise—until it was too late. , 


Such failures as these, as the late Prof. Von Rosen- | 


bach said, are largely due to those who do not appre- 
ciate the difference between demonstration in the labora- 
tories on the trial animal, and demonstrations at the 
bedside of a human being. In other words, the excruci- 
ating torture of millions of unfortunate animals has re- 
sulted in the untimely death of thousands of human 
beings, who might have survived, if they had given na- 
ture a chance to heal them. 

As to Pasteur, the hydrophobia idea has been grossly 
exaggerated. Some physicians have even gone so far 
to the other extreme as to deny its existence altogether. 
Th® year following the opening of the first “Pasteur In- 


stitute” in Paris in 1885, the number of hydrophobia | 


patients treated in that city leaped to 3000. Previous to 
that, the whole of France could boast of only about 
thirty “cases” a year in a population of 40,000,000. 
True “hydrophobia” is a disease so rare that it is not 
considered worth mentioning in motality reports: Well- 
known medical investigators who have been searching 
for many years for authentic cases have failed to find 
one. Such are Dr. Lutaud of Paris, Dr. Bell-Taylor of 
England, Dr. Charles W. Dulles of Philadelphia, Dr. E. 
C. Spitzka of New York, Prof. J. W. Hearn of Philadel-

azine, published at Leipzig, Germany, in its issue 
of March 16, reports a lecture delivered in that city be- 
fore a vegetarian society by David Ammann,’ formerly 
of Hollywood, near Los Angeles, who has become an ar- 
dent proselyte of Hanish. Mr. Ammann has founded a 
branch of the Hanish cult in Germany under the name 
of the “Zarathustran Society.” The subject of his ad- 
dress was “Fasting.”” Among other things, he im- 
pressed upon his hearers the importance of selecting a 
proper diet after concluding a fast. He advised a broth 
made of onions, tomatoes and carrots, or for those who 
are inclined to be fat, lemon or apple juice. For the 
cleansing of the stomach after the fast he advised such 
remarkable things as popcorn and powdered egg shells! 
One would suppose that after a protracted fast, the 
stomach would be more in need of nourishment than of 
cleansing. But then, these Hanish people have some 
peculiar ideas. 

Mr. Ammann criticised Dr. Tanner’s method of break- 
ing fasts. It may be remembered that Dr. Tanner broke 
his first forty-day fast with a huge watermelon. Well, 
that is not such a bad idea. A watermelon contains lit- 
tle nourishment, being about 92% per cent. pure water. 

Remember that, after a long fast, the lining of the 
stomach becomes something like that of an infant’s, 
while an enlarged stomach will decrease in size. It 
should therefore, for the first few days, receive only 
bland foods, such as sub-acid fruits, gruel or diluted 
milk. The main thing is not to eat too much during 
the first few days after a hone Saat.

Cold Storage and Ptomaine Poisoning. 


R.GEORGE C. PITZER of Los Angeles writes as 
follows: 
“There are too many ptomaine poison cases in Los An- 
geles. It is the result of eating meat, mostly turkeys 
and chickens, that have been in cold storage, taken out 
and permitted to get warm before they are cooked. 
“After meat has been in cold storage it will not keep 
if taken out and exposed to a higher temperature. Hun- 
dreds of people are suffering from this meat poison dis- 
ease, and they do not know it.” 


Hospital Diet. 
. SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA correspondent recently 
had the misfortune to go to a county hospital, suf- 
fering from burns. After five weeks he was discharged 
as well. Two months after his discharge he was still 
unable to use his arms, which were far from healed. 
This is not surprising, in view of the hospital menu, 
which the correspondent gives as follows: 

“Breakfast: Mush, rice or rolled oats, bread, butter, 
coffee, meat; tea, mutton chops, pork chops, beefsteak, 
hash, fried potatoes. 

“Lunch: Soup, bread, butter, meat; tea, meat, bo- 
logna sausage, head cheese, corned beef, liver sausage, 


odds and ends of meat. 


“Supper: Stew, steak, pork, boiled meat, beef, pota- 
toes, scometimes cabbage or turnips. Cake or pie on 
Sundays. 

“Before I left, the superintendent ordered no meat at 
lunch time on account of two men complaining about 
too much meat, and the quality of the same. I was one 
of the two who complained about there being too much 


meat, also the quality of the same. When I asked for 


an egg for breakfast, I.was told that I was nof there for 
stomach treatment.” 

Comment on this would be superfluous. 

As previously suggested here, there is an excellent op- 
portunity for some philanthropic person.to establish a 
hospital, to be conducted along natural lines, providing 
a rational diet, with fasting where that is indicated, 
avoiding entirely all drugs, and alcohol in its various 
disguises, also surgical operations, except in the rare 
cases where they may be necessary, and letting the pa- 
tients live as much as possible in the open air. Use 
would also be made of such helpful measures as scien- 
tific massage, mechanical vibration, osteopathy, light, 
air and gun baths, hydropathy, suggestion, etc. 

The percentage of cures effected in such an institution 
as this would undoubtedly astonish the world. There 
are already private institutions of the kind, but they are 
mostly conducted on a small scale, and the numerous 
cures of “hopeless” cases effected in such institutions 
are known only to a limited number of persons.

Buckwheat. | 
CORRESPONDENT asks why buckwheat often 
causes skin eruptions. 
There is nothing in the composition of buckwheat 
that should cause eruptions, any more than other ce- 
reals. The reason may probably be found in the fact 
that, firstly, buckwheat is generally used in the form 
of cakes made from prepared buckwheat flor, which 
contains soda and some salt, also that with the cakes

syrup and butter are eaten, both of which are highly 
heating, and, in a’ warm climate especially, unwhole- 
some. 

In North Germany, buckwheat grits are cooked for a 
long time in buttermilk and then eaten with sweet 
milk without sweetening. This is much more whole- 
some than hot cakes made from “doped” flour 
smothered in syrup and butter. 

All cereals are deficient in soda, lime and sulphur. [If 
the diet consists largely of cereals the blood becomes 
too acid, and eruptions result. 4

A pa- 
tient presents himself at an institution to be treated 
for chronic alcoholism. The attending physician as- 
sumes an air of mystery, impresses on the applicant the 
thought that the effective drug is unknown to the pro- 


' fession at large, and proceeds to give a hypodermic of 


tinted water. After this treatment has been repeated 
every day for a number of weeks the patient is in- 
formed that he is now to receive the final subcutaneous 
injection, and that thereafter he will vomit if he at- 
‘tempts to swallow alcohol. A hypodermic of apomor- 
phia is then given, the patient perceiving no difference 
in the appearance of the liquid. A wineglass of whisky 
is produced forthwith, and he is requested to test the 
efficacy of the cure. As soon as the whisky is swal- 
lowed, nausea and vomiting take place, for apomorphia 
is a powerful emetic. The prediction of the doctor has 
come true; whisky can no longer be retained in the 
stomach, a cure has certainly been effected. The ruse 
succeeds in about 30 per cent. of drink-habit cases, and 
the doctors claim that the end justifies the means. The 
agent of cure, however, is palpably auto-suggestion, 
which, taking advantage of the psychic quality that 
tends to betterment, has developed latent powers of self- 
control in the external man.” 

Diet and Endurance, 


N the Vegetarian Magazine for February mention is 

made of Thomas Wiles of Buxton, England, 90 years 
old, who spent five weeks mountain climbing in the 
Alps, in one day making an ascent that took five hours 
and the descent four hours. He is a vegetarian, living 
on what would be called meager fare. 

It also speaks of Freddie Weish, an English fighter 
who, in the two years he has been in the ring, has 
fought forty-eight battles without a defeat. He its a 
strict vegetarian, and always in good condition. 

No intelligent person who has, without prejudice, in- 
vestigated the subject, needs to be informed that as be- 
tween flesh eating and rationa] vegetarianism, the flesh 
eaters do not begin to be in it when it comes to endur- 
ance. Flesh eating—also a little alcohol—for a sudden 
spurt, yes, but human life does not depend upon sud- 
den spurts. ‘ 

The truth of this has been conclusively shown in 
long-distance walking tests in Germany, in a series of 
thorough tests made in Yale University and elsewhere. 

Recently a Los Angeles man walked to the summit 
of Mount Wilson and back—a height of 5000 feet—on 
the fortieth day of a fast. Yet some people who sit 
around in easy chairs think they are going to die if they 
happen to miss a couple of meals. 

Here is a communication on the subject from a 
Southern California woman, who has been a vegetarian 
since she was thirteen years of age: 

“As for vegetarian strength and endurance, I could 
make you tired along those lines! When I was 20—hav- 
ing been a vegetarian seven years—I was spending the 
summer at Blythedale, and I climbed Tamalpais four 
times. The first time, in company with seventeen oth- 
ers, after reaching the summit I ran down the slide, to 
a high step between the rocks and helped a half-dozen 
exhausted males—middle-aged—and dragged one all the 
way up the slide. The last trip | made was by myself, 
on the sneak, in a hurry, and I stood on the high rock 
just one hour and fifteen minutes after leaving the ho- 
tel. A visitor, who had been up many times, told me 
that as far as he knew, I had broken the record by two 
minutes. I could outrun and outwrestle any girl of my 
age. I once picked up a girl who weighed 150 pounds 
and waltzed with her. And I am only 4 feet 11% inches, 
and at that time weighed 100 pounds—less now.” 

Such instances might be multiplied indefinitely. In 
the endurance contests at Yale the flesh eater who 
made the highest mark was away below the lowest vege- 


Not only do non-flesh eaters display vastly more en- 
durance, but their blood being more pure, they have a@ 
much better chance of recovering from a disease, or 
wounds. During the war between Japan and Russia, in 
one army corps, there were only thirty-four deaths in 
7000 cases—an unparalleled performance. This was not 
due to greater skill on part of the Japanese surgeons 
than in our army, or to greater care in dressing the 
wounds, but to the fact that the troops being mainly 
vegetarians, and exceedingly temperate, were able to 
pull through wounds that would infallibly kill a flesh 
eater. Similar results have been reported by English 
physicians who have treated the vegetarian native 
troops in India. 3 

Diet for Nursing Mothers. 


URSING mothers should adopt a diet rich in the or- 
ganic salts, especially salads, raw fruit and raw vege- 
tables. This is also particularly true of pregnant 
women. The less stimulants they take—such as tea and 


coffee—the better. 


Diet and Energy. | 
ERMANY is far ahead of England and the United 
States in the line of hygienic research and literature, 

and the utilization of natural methods in the treatment 

of disease. Even the professors of the regular medical 
fraternity in Germany make free use of such measures 
as hydropathy, diet, etc., to an extent that is altogether 
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unknown in this country. This is also true of Austria 
and German Switzerland. 

One of the latest and most valuable books on the sub- 
ject of diet is entitled “Grundzuege der Ernaehrungs 
Therapie” (Foundations of Dietetic Therapeutics,) by 
Dr. M. Bircher-Benner of Zurich, Switzerland, where he 
conducts a sanatorium. The book is specially devoted 
to the subject of the energy produced by foods of vari- 
ous kinds, eaten in various ways—raw or cooked. On 


the title page the author quotes Dr. M. Rubner, as fol- 


lows: 


“What a vast number of people are unaware of the 
fact that their impoverished health is caused by regular 
errors of diet. Many are less injured by their occupa- 
tion than by their illogical dietetic habits. People com- 
plain about’ bad times, and lack of sufficient food, when 
the only thing wanting is education and knowledge. 
And what 4 vast amount of false information on this 
subject does one encounter who has enjoyed a_ thor- 
ough education in this respect. Bad habits are firmly 
implanted in the public mind, and weaken the people.” 


The author reduces the amount of proteid food con- | 


sidered necessary even far below the figures suggested 


by Prof. Chittenden, as a result of his Yale experiments. | 


In place of the 118 grammes of Voit, and the 120 
grammes of Atwater, the author suggests thirty-one 
grammes, or a little over an ounce of proteid, as suffi- 
cient for the daily menu. 

Dr. Bircher is a strong advocate of the vegetarian di- 
etary, and especially of raw food. He states the argu- 
ment in favor of such a diet clearly, scientifically and 
convincingly, to any one who is not altogether preju- 
diced. He gives striking instances that have come un- 
der his observation, showing the much greater energy 
and endurance possessed by those who adopt a plain 
non-stimulating diet of natural food, over people who 
eat abundantly of mixed foods two or three times a 
day. 

One of the interesting features of this book is the 
author’s table of food “accumulators”—that is to say. 
of various food elements as they possess the power of 
accumulating energy in the system, the energy in al! 
foods being originally derived from the sun. The first 
class in the table includes raw foods, the second class, 
foods that have been to some extent changed, and the 
third elass, foods that have undergone a thorough 
change, by death or cooking, or both. Each class he 
further subdivides into vegetable and anima! foods 
Following is the table: | 

“First Class: Vegetable Foods— | 

Fruit, berries, roots, salad plants, nuts, peanuts, ce- 
reals, chestnuts. 

First Class: Animal Foods— 

(Intended by nature only for suckling ani- 
malsy: Mother’s milk, cow's milk and the raw milk of 
other animals. Hen’s eggs. 3 

Second Class: Vegetable Foods— 

Bread, vegetables, potatoes, cooked grain, cooked 
fruits. 

Second Class: Animal Foods— 

Boiled milk, fresh cheese, cooked eggs. 

Third Class: Vegetable Foods— 

Mushrooms (Mushrooms store up chemical energy and 
cannot of themselves accumulate energy from the sun.) 

Third Class: Animal Foods— 

Old cheese, raw flesh, boiled or baked meat, fish, fow), 
smoked meats, game.
